{Text] Ten Ministers and Eight Ministers of State werw sworn in at Bangob- 
havan on Friday at a simple ceremony. President Sattar administered the 
cath of office to the Ministers and State Ministers at the Credential Room 
of the Bangobhavan. 


The President appointed the 18-member Council of Ministers with Shah Azizur 
Rahman as the Prime Minister. The other Ministers are: Professor M. Shamsul 
Huq, Mr. Abdul Halim Choudhury, Mr. Shamsul Huda Choudhury, Dr. Fasihuddin 
Mahtab, Prof. M. A. Matin, Mr. A. K. M. Mayeedul Islam, Mr. T. H. Khan, 
Professor Yusuf Ali and Khondokar Abdul Hamid. 


The State Ministers are: Mr. Amirul Islam Kalam, Mr. Sunil Gupta, Choudhury 
Kamal Ibme Yusuf, Mr. A. K. Faizul Huq, Mr. Oli Ahmed, Mrs. Kamrunnahar 
Zafar, Syed Manzoor Hussain and Mr. Awng Shwe Prue Choudhury. 


Khondokar Abdul Hamid and Mr. Awng Shwe Prue Choudhury were out of the capital 
and they were sworn in the afternoon at a simple ceremony at Bangobhavan. 


Deputy Prime Minister Mr. Jamaluddin Ahmed, Ministers Mr. Abul Hasnat, Mr. 
Abul Kashem, Mr. M. Saifur Rahman, Mr. Abdur Rahman, Mr. Mustafizur Rahman, 
Major General (Rtd) Majedul Huq, Mr. I. K. Siddiqui, Kazi Anwarul Huq, Mr. 
Abdur Rahman Biswas, Mr. Abdul Momen Khan, Mr. Emran Ali Sarker, Mr. Abdul 
Alim, Mr. Reazuddin Ahmed have been dropped. Among the State Ministers 
Maulana Abdul Mannan, Mr. Abdul Baten, Mr. Abdul Mannan Sikder, Lt. Col. (Rtd) 
Jafar Imam, Dr. Aftabuzzaman, Syed Mahibul Hasan, Begum Taslima Abed, Mr. 

Nur Mohammed Khan and Mr. Iqbal Hussain have been dropped. 


President Justice Sattar dissolved the 42-member Council of Ministers in a 
move to free the administrati >on from corruption and inertness on Thursday 
night. 


BSS adds: Khondokar Abdul Hamid, Mr. A. K. Faizul Huq and Mr. Oli Ahmed, all 
BNP Members of the Parliament were the three new inductions in the new 
Council of Ministers. 














Mrs. Kamrunnahar Zafar and Syed Manzoor Hossain who were Deputy Ministers in 
the previous Ministry were promoted to the rank of State Ministers in the 
new one. 


The new Council of Ministers so far has no Deputy Ministers. 


All the new Ministers excepting three--Prof. M. Shamsul Huq, Prof. Yusuf Ali 
and Dr. Fasihuddin Mahtab--are Members of Parliament. 


The swearing-in ceremony was attended by Vice-President Dr. M. N. Huda, Chief 
of the Army Staff Lt. Gen H. M. Ershad, Chief of the Naval Staff, Rear 
Admiral M. A. Khan and Chief of the Air Staff, Air Vice Marshal Sultan Mahmud. 


New Health, Welfare Minister Hamid

[Text] Khandakar Abul Hamid was born at Sherpur town in Jamalpur district on 
March 1, 1981. 


Obtaining graduation from Calcutta University in 1940, Khandakar Abul Hamid 
took up journalism as profession in Calcutta. He was leader writer and 
editor of different dailies, including daily Ittehad for 34 years. He was 
Chairman of the Editorial Board of the now-defunct daily Millat from 1953 to 
1956 and of the daily Azad in 1969. He was also connected with ‘Weekly 
Chashi' of Mymensingh and started a Bengali weekly "Bangladesh" in London 

in 1976. 


In 1977, he was awarded the 'Ekushey Padak' for his outstanding contribution 
to journaliso. 


Khandakar Abul Hamid worked as Chief Script Writer in the then Radio Pakistan, 
Dacca for 5 years. He is member of the Management Board of Press Institute 
of Bangladesh and Press Council. 


Khandakar Abul Hamid joined politics in 1953 and was elected member of the 
then Provincial Assembly in 1954 and again in 1965. He was appointed 
Political Secretary to the Chief Minister in 1955 but did not join. He was 
also Secretary of the parliamentary party in the then East Pakistan Assembly 
from 1956 to 1958. 


In 1954, he was detained as a security prisoner under 92-A of the Emergency 
Rule during the Government of General Iskander Mirza. 


Khandakar Hamid was a member of Pakistan delegation to the U.N. General 
Assembly in 1968. He visited Britain and Scotland in 1976 on the invitation 
of British government. 


He was elected a member of the Jatiya Sangsad from Sherpur in the general 
elections in February 1979. 











Prior to his first appointment as Minister, Khandakar Abul Hamid was the 
senior leader writer and columnist of daily Ittefaq. He used to write the 
popular column “Manchey-Nepathye”" under pseudo name “Spastabhashi". He 
also wrote post efitorials in daily Azad under the pen-name "Mard-e Momin”. 


Khandakar Hamid represented Bangladesh as one member delegation Asia--Pacific 
national cultural integration conference on Manila in February-March 1981. 


He is Chairman of Board of Directors of the Bangladesh Krishi Bank. He is 
also chairman of the Parliament's Standing Committee on Public Undertakings 
in the public sector. 


Khandakar Abul Hamid was appointed Minister for Youth Development in April 
1979. He resigned in April 1980. 


In February 1982 he was appointed Minister for Health and Population Control, 
and Labour, Manpower and Social Welfare. 


Prior to his joining the Council of Ministers, Khandakar Abul Hamid had 
returned to journalism. He joined Dainik Desh as Chairman of its editorial 
Board and wrote post-editorial column under pseudo name “Spastabhashir Kalam". 


He performed Hajj in 1979. 
He is married and has one son and five daughters.

[Text] Born in 1939 in the ‘Kutub’ family of Chandanaish, Chittagong, Mr 
Oli Ahmed obtained BA degree from National College, Karachi. 


He joined erstwhile Pakistan Airforce in 1959. While studying Law he joined 
the Pakistan Military Academy and was Commissioned in 1965 when he was posted 
to 4th battalion of East Bengal Regiment. 


He was aprointed first Quarter Master of the Eighth East Bengal Regiment in 
Sholashahar Chittagong. On 25 March 1971, he took up arms against Pakistan 
under the leadership of Shahid President Ziaur Rahman. He fought the famous 
battles of Kalurghat Mirsariai Mastan Nagar Karerhat Tolatala Haku Chikan 
Chara Ramgarn and Belunia. Subsequently he was appointed Sub Sector Commander 
of Chittagong area covering from Feni river (Belunia) to Karer hat. In 
recognition of his gallant service in liberation war, he was awarded "BIR 
BIKRAM". In July 1971 he was appointed lst Brigade Major of the famous "2" 
force and fought during the war of liberation in the Mymensingh and Sylhet 
sectors. He was promoted to Major in October 1972. He served as Second in 
Command of 19 East Bengal 9 East Bengal 10 East Bengal and 6 East Bengal 
Regiment. 














He was promoted to Lt Colonel in September 1975. He Commanded and raised 24 
East Bengal Regiment at Saidpur. He was posted to Army Head Quarters as 
General Staff Officer in November 1975. He was subsequently posted to the 
Office of Chief of Army Staff and DCMLA and later to the Office of Supreme 
Commander of the Armed Forces and CMLA and President of the Republic. He 

was promoted to Colonel in January 1980. A long associate and trusted friend 
of President Ziaur Rahman, Mr 0li Ahmed voluntarily retired from service in 
January 1980.

He plays football volley ball and lawn 
tennis and golf. 


Mr Ahmed and his wife Begum Mumtaz have two sons and two daughters. He 
performed holy OMRAH three times.

WEEKLY REPORTS FC9D SITUATION ‘CRITICAL' 
Dacca HOLIDAY in English 14 Feb 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Despite the government's continuous efforts to procure foodgrains from 
the local sources and from abroad and to distribute them through ration and 
open-sale centers the overall food situation of the country remains to be 
critical. 


The rural areas of the country, particularly in the northern districts, are 
the worst affected. The prices of most of the essentials including rice and 
wheat have gone up substantially and is beyond the purchasing capacity of the 
middie and the lower middle class people. 


As a result of this there is a continuous influx of rural destitutes into the 
cities. They have been taking shelter in the slum areas and sometimes in the 
railway and water transport terminals of the town. 





Dacca Municipal Corporation has started distributing rice from 26 open-sale 
centers in the city at 5.50 taka per seer. The centres are being managed 
and supervised by the local commissioners. 


It has been decided that about 100 maunds of rice would be distributed through 
each of the open-sale centers everyday. But, it is gathered that none of the 
dealers are distributing more thai. 40 maunds of rice per day and selling the 
rest in the open market at a comperatively higher price. 


This correspondent found at Mirpur market that the rice of the open-sale 
centers were selling at 7.25 taka each seer. When asked, the salesman said 
he procured those rice from the ration card holders and through ‘some other 
processes’ at the rate of 6.75 taka to 7 taka per seer. 


Long queues of people in the open-sale centers have become a very common 
feature in the city. In some of the open-sale centers it was alleged that the 
distributors gave only one seer of rice against each ration card instead of 
two seers on the plea that they had shortage of rice in their stocks. 


The open-sale rationing system has so far been confined in the city areas and 
the people in the rural areas continue to suffer and have been pouring into 
the cities. Some of such families from Faridpur, Sylhet and Mymensinglh have 
taken shelter near the railway station of Kamalapur. 











When contacted Awal Ali of Moksedpur in the district of Faridpur who has taken 
shelter near the Shahjahanpur railway colony adjacent to the Kamalapur rail- 
way station maintained that he had come to Dacca some three days ago in 

search of food and livelihood. 


Hurmat Banu, head of a four-member family including three minors said that 
at least five families had left their village home at Guingargaon at Sylhet 
since they were unable to cope with the present critical situation there. 


Nalin Sen of Ajmiriganj came to Dacca some one week ago in search of a liveli- 
hood because he was unable to face the near famine situation prevailing in 

his area. He said that due to draught and the attacks of pests about 80 

per cent of the aman crops in his locality were damaged. He had no way but 

to migrate himself to the city in search of some food. 


Meanwhile different political leaders of the opposition and also of the 
government party have issued statements narrating the critical food situation 
in the country. 


Abdus Samad Azad, a member of the Presidium of Awami League (H) after his 
recent visit to Sylhet stated that the haor areas of Selhet and Mymensingh 
were the most badly-affected areas due to shortage of food and increasing 
high price of essential commodities. He urged the relevant authority to 
declare the sub-divisions of Sunamganj, Kishoreganj and Habiganj as distressed 
area and to send there food in an emergency basis. 


Mizanur Rahman, President of Awami League (Mizan) said that the people at 
villages were affected and were being deprived of having any rationing faci- 
lities. He said that purchasing capacity of the village-dwellers had gone 
down and urged the government to take effective measures. 


Mahmudur Rahman Manna, former Vice-President of DUCSU in a speech at Sylhet 
demanded a white paper on the food situation in the country. 


Major (Retired) Jalil, President of JSD in one of his speech asked the govern- 
ment to declare the country as a distressed one and proposed to form a famine 
prevention committee to face the prevailing food crisis of the country. 


Meanwhile, United Peoples Party (UPP) has decided to hold a hunger procession 
at Dacca on February 18 and to organize public meetings and rallies on the 
same day throughout the country.

PRIME MINISTER CLAIMS FOOD SITUATION SATISFACTORY 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 24 Feb 82 pp l, 8 


{Text] Prime Minister Shah Azizur Rahman told the Jatiya Sangsad (Parliament) 
on Tuesday that the food situation in the country was satisfactory. 


He categorically said that there was no food crisis in the country nor Insha 
Allah would there be any, so long as the present government would remain in 
power. 


The Prime Minister, who is also the leader of the House, was replying to the 
Leader of the Opposition, Mr. Asaduzzaman Khan who blamed the Government for 
what he called "present food crisis” while participating ir a debate on the 
adjournment motion moved by JSD leader Shahjahan Siraj. 


Besides the mover of the adjournment motion and the Food Minister Mr. Abdul 
Halim Chowdhury, nine other members participated in the two-hour long debate. 
The participants included Mr. Rashed Khan Menon of Gonotantrik Andolan, Mr. 
A.S.M. Solaiman of Krishak Sramik Party, Mr. Md. Asaduzzaman of Awami League 
(Hasina), Prof Serajul Huq, Al-Haj Shafiqullah and Mr. Mozammel Huq of Islamic 
Democratic League, Mr. Almas Hossain of Muslim League and Mr. Mohammad Toaha 
of Bangladesher Samyabadi Dal. 


Describing the recent rise in the prices of foodstuff as temporary, the Prime 
Minister said that situation cropped up due to machinations by the hoarders. 
Prices had already shown a downward trend and more fall was expected due to 
stern measures taken by the Government in this respect, he said. 


The Prime Minister said that taking advantage of the attificial food shortage, 
the opponents to the Government wanted to drive political gain by raising the 
issue of food crisis in the past. But, he added, all their attempts had 
failed. None died of starvation even during 1979 when the country faced a 
severe drought due to pragmatic policy of the Government, he said. 


The Prime Minister said tiat beside adequate stock in hand, sufficient quan- 
tity of foodstuff was in the pipeline. While internal procurement was going 
on, efforts were being made to import food from abroad. 








He said that situation had been improving the the future prospect was good. 


The Prime Minister said that the government was fully aware of the situation 
and none would allowed to die of starvation. 


Pointing the difference between food shortage and food crisis, the Prime 
Minister said that shortage of food always existed in the country. There was 
no food crisis, as being claimed by the opposition, he said. 


Canal Digging 


Referring to the countrywide canal digging programme launched by the late 
President Ziaur Rahman, the Prime Minister said that about 1,000 canals 
excavated or re-excavated during the last two years, made tremendous impact 
on the people. 


The Prime Minister said that the people had realised the benefits of canals 
and they were voluntarily participating in the canal digging programmes. 

He advised the Opposition members to visit villages, talk to the farmers and 
then criticise the government about canal digging. 


He reiterated his government's commitment implement the 19-point programme of 
President Ziaur Rahman to attain autarky in food sector. 


Refuting the Opposition charges of election rigging and misuse of funds, the 
Prime Minister said that the foreign journalists who came to Bangladesh to 
cover the presidential election had reported that the polling was free and 
fair. "It seems strange that even Mr Mohammad Toaha, polling some 10 to lil 
thousand of votes has been claiming that he would have won the election if 
it was free and fair", the Prime Minister said. 


Referring to JSD proyrammes of professional representation, the Prime Minister 
said that these would not be accepted by the people even during the next 20 
years. "Are not the voters peasants and workers," he asked. 


He said that the demand to exempt taxes and loans appeared unrealistic. How 
the country run without revenue, he asked. 


Agri input Prices 


Pointing to the high prices of agricultural inputs, the Prime Minister said 
that the reason lay on the worldwide inflationery trend. "In India, the 
price of fertilizer is more than in our country. Because of this fertilizer 
is being smuggled out to India", he said. 


The Prime Minister discarded the suggestion to hold an all-party food confer- 
ence. “There are about 100 political parties and therefore, the suggestion 
is untenable,” he said. 











Asaduzzaman Khan 


Speaking on the motion, Leader of the Opposition Asaduzzaman Khan said that 
corruption, inefficiency, lack of timely measures, high cost of agricultural 
inputs were responsible for the present food crisis. 


He said that the Government had failed to tackle the situation and as such it 
had right to remain in power. 


Mr Asaduzzaman Khan criticised the Government for “concealing facts before the 
people”. Even when the Treasury bench members were demanding that certain 
areas should be declared as calomity area, it was unfortunate that the 
Government was not taking the people into confidence. 


Mr Asaduzzaman Khan said that the food deficit stood at 28 lakh tons as 
against Government claim of 10 lakh toms made earlier. He said that the 
production target of food was never achieved since 1975. 


He said that the Government plan of canal digging had failed since the area 
of irrigated land remained unchanged since 1975. 


He said that the Government was not aware of the food stock of the country. 
He criticised the Government for selling foodgrains at subsidised rate iust 
before presidential election. "This was done for soliciting support for 
the ruling party candidate", he said. 


Mr Khan said that they had never tried to politicalise food issue and was 
ready for cooperation with the Government in solving the problem. 


Halim Chowdhury 


Food Minister Abdul Halim Chowdhury said that the present food deficit stood 
at 2! lakh tons only and not 28 lakh tons as claimed by the Opposition 
members. 


He said that with the replenishment of the existing stock by imports, ultimate 
food surplus would stand at 3.15 lakh tons. 


The Food Minister catagorically denied the allegation that there was any 
famine condition in the country. The food situation was not in any way 
“critical,” he said. 


Urging the Opposition to extend their cooperation in tackling the food prob- 
lems, the Food Minister reiterated Government's firmness in stablising the 
food market in the country. 


Describing the food shortage as temporary the Food Minister said that stern 
actions were being taken against the hoarders who were found responsible 
for it. 
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Mr Abdul Halim Chowdhury denied the allegations of corruption in procurement 
and distribucion of foodstutf. He said that steps were being taken to remove 
certain anomalies in the distribution of foodgrains. 


The Food Minister denied the allegation that power pumps were not supplied 
after canals were excavated. He also refuted the charges that there was no 
account of foodgrains stored with the Gram Sarkars. 


He said that it was not true that people in some areas of the country were 
taking in edibles for survival. He expressed his readiness to visit such 
areas along with the Opposition members. 


Moving the adjournment motion, JSD Leader Shahjahan Siraj described the food 
situation as alarming and said that about 90 per cent of the people in the 
country did not have any stock of food. 


He said that the Government's politics of production had been proved to be a 
hoax since production had falien in all sectors. 


The JSD member sa‘'d that the food problem could never be solved without land 
reforms. He called upon the Government to stop expenditure in non-productive 
heads, provide job or food to the unemployed ones, introduction of country 
wide food rationing and equitable distribution of wheat under Food for Work 
Programmes. 


Mr. Rashed Khan Menon criticised the Government for its too much dependence 
on Western bloc for food supply. 


Mr. A.S.M. Solaiman called upon the Government to settle the Farakka issue 


with India. It was due to “arakka that eight districts of the country were 
turning as deserts. Yood problem could not be solved without ensuring water 
for these eight districts of the country, he said. 


Al-Haj Shafiquilah said that the people were scared when they recall the 


‘amine of 19/74 when lakhs of people died of starvation. 
He urged the Government to take necessary anti-hoarding measures according 
to Islam and give exemplary punishment to the law breakers. 


After Food Minister Abdul Halim Chowdhury gave his reply to the adjournment 
motion Speaker Mirza Go am Hafiz declared that the motion was talked out".

TEXT OF SATTAR'S 15 FEB ADDRESS TO PARLIAMENT

[Text] The following is the unofficial rendering of the address before the 
Jatiya Sangsad by the President, Mr. Abdus Sattar, on Monday, reports BSS. 


In the name of Allah, the great and merciful honourable Speaker and distin- 
guished members with the blessings of Allah the merciful, and the sincerest 
attempts of all the people of the country, we are able to meet in the present 
session of the great Jatiya Sangsad. On this auspicious day, I extend my 
heartiest thanks to you all whose devotion sacrifice and tireless attempts 
have made this session of the Sangsad possible with the objective of continued 
sustenance of the democratic process. 


On this day of the auspicious month of February 1, first of all, remember with 
respect, the immortal Shaheeds who had made invaluable contributions in esta- 
blishing the present independent and sovereign Banglauvesh by their supreme 
sacrifices and thus enabling the growth of national consciousness. I remember 
with great respect those known and unknown heroic freedom fighters who did 
not hesitate to sacrifice their last drop of blood for the achievement of 
independence and sovereignty of the motherland and establishing democracy. I 
remember with honour the heroic soldier of the Liberation War and the greatest 
freedom fighter of the country, Shaheed Ziaur Rahman, the beloved leader of 
the nine crore people of Bangiadesh. The proud example set by himin pre- 
serving independence and sovereignty and restoring the snatched away rights 
of the people by reinstating democracy, is rare not only in our country but 

in the history of the world. This pioneer of Liberation War fought till the 
last day of his life to make the hard earned independence meaningful to all 
through achieving economic emancipation and ensuring democratic rights. The 
nation will ever remember his great contribution with due respect. 


I also remember those who at various times and states inspired the people with 
the ideals of Bangladeshi nationalism and independence. 


I also remember with respect those mass leaders veteran politicians and other 
distinguished persons of various fields of national life, who died after the 
last session. 
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It is a matter of great pride for us that this session is being held in the 
newly built bhavan of the Jatiya Sangsad. This new Sangsad Bhavan is not 
only an extraordinary example of construction and architecture, but also a 
time honoured symbol of the determined confidence and respect of the whole 
nation toward democracy. 


It is known to you that after the death of our beloved leader Ziaur Rahman on 
May 30 last at the hands of a few miscreants, the nation was thrown deep into 
a crisis. The determination the patriotic people and the Armed Forces had 
demonstrated and the hard work and tireless attempts they maintained to 
sustain the democratic process in those critical moments will be a matter of 
great pride for the whole nation. I congratulate all the countrymen for the 
success we achieved in preserving the democratic process and in safeguarding 
independence and sovereignty through honesty, devotion and tolerance in that 
crucial juncture of the nation. Without active cooperation of the people it 
would not be possible to attain the unprecedented success. You know like 
many other countries of the Third World, attacks were made many a time on 
democracy in our country, but we resisted those attacks in the past in 
cooperation with the patriotic people and Inshaallah we shall do the same 

in future also. 


The people of Bangladesh have firm confidence in democratic ideals. They 
never lagged behind in facing any sort of challenge in upholding democracy. 
The latest manifestation of this is the last presidential election. Amidst 
numerous adverse conditions, the holding of the most fair and free election 
in living memory remains marked as a great victory of the people and demo- 
cracy. So this election not only reflected the hopes and aspirations of 

the people, but also created a rare opportunity for full functioning of the 
democratic process.

of the country. We are making allout attempts during the post election period 
to implement with faithfulness the revolutionary programmes that our beloved 
leader Shahid Ziaur Rahman undertook for political and socio-economic deve- 
lopment of the country. But due to negligence, corruption, irresponsibility 
and attempts ar realising self interest on the part of a few people placed in 
various responsible capacities had created numerous problems in social and 
state lives creating a bar on the way of advancement of the nation by gene- 
rating dissatisfaction, frustration and chaos in the life of the commonman. 


For the greater interest of the country and the nation and for showing respect 
to the confidence of the people the government had to take various emergency 
measures to bring an end to the situation. It is the great responsibility 

of the respected members of the Sangsad to sustain politics of production and 
to bring a new spirit and inspiration for work at all levels of the national 
life by demonstrating devotion and sincerity in discharging one's duties and 
responsibilities. I hope you will not hesitate to perform the task with 
devotion keeping in mind the bright days ahead. 


It is needless to mention that peace and stability are the precondition to 
national development efforts to achieve that objective tireless cooperation 
of all irrespective of party affilations, religion and colour is needed. I 
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firmly believe that the people from all walks of life will continue to render 
their unstinted support to the wide programme for national development and 
advancement. 


You know it is the people to decide the success or failure of the Government 
and there are adequate provisions for that in our sacred constitution. The 
people can change Governments according to their wish under constitutional 
provicions in cosonance with the great tradition of democracy. 


You have the right to express opinion on behalf of the people because accord- 
ing to the democratic practices you are the representatives of the people 
there is no denying thac there remains a scope for differences of opinion 

in « real democracy and that is usual but there should not be differences of 
opinion or debate in respect of greater national interest. 


I believe that as elected members of great Jatiya Sangsad you will try to 
uphold democracy by showing unity and coherence regarding national interest. 


To conduct democratic procedures and for their full manifestation a responsi- 
ble and active opposition party's existence is inevitable. Now it is our 
great duty to develop a proper parliamentary procedure and unity through 
tolerance to others opinions and mutual respect. 


Two important elements of our basic policies are to maintain economic stabi- 
lity side by side with investment and expansion of production in national 
economy. The task to maintain a balance between the two objectives of econo- 
mic growth and stability in the face of continuous changes occasioned by the 
influence of various internal and external forces, is sometimes easy and 
dometimes difficult. In the present condition national and world economy 

the complexity of the task has increased many times. We have to proceed by 
admitting this hard reality. 


The developed countries have been passing through an economic depression, 
inflation, slow rate of industrial production, high rate of unemployment, 
increase in interest rate etc., in combination have heavily affected the 
international trade. The conservative budget policy and monetary policy 
adopted in the industrially developed countries have adversely affected the 
export income and external resources accumulation of the developing countries. 
This adverse affect has been seriously reflected in the oil importing nations 
especially. 


In this overall economic situation our import expenditure has increased signi- 
ficantly but our export earning has not increased as expected due to the 
reduction of the demand for our exportable commodities and lowering of their 
prices. The quantum of economic aid from the industrially developed donor 
countries and various agencies have also decrease” as a result, heavy 

pressure has been imposed on international payments of Bangladesh, like 

other developing countries, 


Along with inadequecy in the arranging money for imports, the internal 
resource accumulation from the taxes on import has also be reduced. 
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In this adverse circumstance the Government has undertaken conservative 
policies in regard to foreign exchange and internal resources. The require- 
ment of commodities and raw materials was met by the conservative use of 
limited resources and this will be done in future too. 


To face the present economic situation in the country the Covernment have 
adopted a policy of cutting down spendings in various fields. A special 
watch is being kept on the money supply situation. Efforts are being streng- 
thened to increase production in both the public and private sectors. A 
special drive is already under way to gear up internal resource mobilisation. 
The Government is determined to ensure smoothe supply and distribution of 
essential commodities. 


It is necessary to keep in mind that our economic situation is inseparably 
linked with the global economic situation. That is why we all must show 
patience and be prepared to make sacrifices. We all must show restraint 
individually and collectively to cross the test of sacrifice and endurance. 


At this moment of national crisis, each and everyone in the society whether 
fortunate or not must be prepared to stop wasteful expenditures and maintain 
austerity to stand up to the test of sacrifice and endurance in the greater 
national interest I hope, we shall be able to face, with grace this challenge 
having mutual respect, fellow feeling and compassion and the determination 
to build a strong country.

[Text] The following is the second part of the text of speech delivered by 
President Abdus Sattar at the Jatiya Sangsad on Monday. 


The draft Second Five-year Plan was made public in May 1980, with the approval 
of the National Economic Council for consideration by the people and eliciting 
their opinion. Prepared on the basis of the 19-point programme the plan 
attached priority to improvement of condition of the people of the country, 
expecially standard of living of people in the rural areas increasing the 
employment opportunities, achieving self-reliance in food, reducing the rate 
of growth of population and removal of illiteracy. It gives priority to 
development of communication in the rural areas, rural electrification expan- 
sion of cottage industries and extension of health and education facilities 
in the rural areas. 


The problem of resource mobilisation which arose at the very beginning of 
the implementation of the plan is a matter of concern for our development. 

It has been mentioned before that there has been a reduction in foreign 
assistance due to continued recession and deterioration of economic condition 
of the donor countries. On the one hand a fall in export earning and inade- 
quate foreign assistence was compelling a cut in imports on the other, it 
has created an adverse effect on production and in the field of internal 
resource mobilisation. 
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ADP 


The original allosation for Annual Development Programme for 1980-81 was 

Taka 2,700 crore. But the actual expenditure stood a Taka 2,364 crore 

due to shortage of resources--both internal and external. The expenditures 
for the Annual Development Programme for 1981-82 has been estimated at Taka 
3,015 crore. But it might not be possible to fully achieve the objectives 
set in the programme due to shortage of resources. The revised annual pro- 
gramme of Taka 2,715 crore has already been approved by the National Econonic 
Council. 


The Late President Ziaur Rahman had launched a peaceful revolution for the 
overall development of the country. The success of this revolution are 
clearly evident in all spheres of national life that is, in the fields of 
agriculture, industry, education, culture, public health, family planning and 
administrative structure. The main objective of the peaceful revolution of 
Shaheed Ziaur Rahman is to build a strong country self-reliant in all fields. 
Spontaneous participation and voluntary labour of the people are the main 
tools for attaining the objective. As you all know that this revolution, 
which is an indispensable aspect of our life, has to be made a success 
through peaceful and democratic means with active participation of the people. 
It is my firm belief that as elected representatives of the people you will 
continue your efforts in extending this peaceful revolution to all spheres 

of national life. 


Internal resources mobilisation has a very important role in the development 
of the national economy. No country can hope to expedite the development 

of its national economy depending mainly on foreign assistance in the current 
uncertain and adverse international economic situation. The government, in 
this context has given special importance to increasing internal resource 
mobilisation, savings and investments. An all-out effort for internal 
resource, mobilisation is necessary now in the interest of national develop- 
ment although some improvements is being marked in this regard due to the 
different steps taken by the government. 


the limited internal resources are rather inadequate in meeting the require- 
ments of endemic trade deficits, capital investments and application of 
improved technology for raising the growth rate to the desired level. Side 
by side with increasing the quantum of interna! resources in strengthening 
the foundation of the country's economy the need for foreign aid in meeting 
the shortfall is essential. 


Grants, Loans 


Bangladesh Government is taking grants and ioans from different donor countries 
and organisations as foreign aid on the basis of mutual sovereignty to 
accelerate its development efforts. It is not Bangladesh Government alone 
which is taking foreign assistance for the development of the country's 
economy. Other developing countries also like Bangladesh take foreign aid 

for their economic development. As a matter of fact transfer of resources 

or foreign aid is a result of the persistent demand being made since the 
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sixties by different developing countries including Bangladesh. The global 
uncertainty over the last one decade has created the scope for a new interna- 
tional economic order and a fresh thinking for restructuring the economic 
rights and responsibilities of the countries of the world. Despite the 
extreme uncertainty prevailing the world over regarding foreign aid, the 
quantum of afd committed to Bangladesh during the current year will not be 
less than the previous years because of the correct policy adopted by the 
government. 


The Governmetit of Bangladesh has been following with special care its foreign 
aid policy in the utilisation of external assistance. Basically, the main 
stress in the policy is to accept as far as possible grants and loans with 
soft terms and avoid credits with hard terms so that the repayment responsi- 
bilities do not create an increasing pressure on our limited foreign exchange 
availability. Our allout efforts aim at overcoming the food deficit through 
proper utilisation of the foreign aid in raising food production and fast 
industrialisation, so that a self-reliant economic could be developed by the 
turn of the century to reduce dependence on aid. 


Farm Uplift 


We have enormous problems in the agriculture sector. Principal among the 
problems are the absence of a land reform needed to face various obstacles, 
fragmentation of land holding because of the laws of ingeritance, and limited 
agricultural knowledge due to lack of education. 


The satisfactory progress which achieved in the agriculture sector with much 
effort and hard work during 1979-80 and 1980-81 has suffered con«‘derable 
setback during the current year due to drought, untimely raias and a rise in 
the prices of agricultural inputs in the global market. But it will not do 
if we sit idle in facing the drought. That is why we want to extend irriga- 
tion facilivies to 72 lakh acres of land by the year 1985 so that the farmers 
raise crops without depending on rains. We want to develop a faultless 
mechanical irrigation system throughout Bangladesh of deep tubewells power 
pumps and shallow tubewells depending on the canal river and ground waters. 
This will be the appropriate solution to drought. 


In raising agricultural production ensuring supplies of chemical fertilizers 
and improved varieties of seeds are essential side by side with developing 
the irrigation facilities. Despite many problems we have ensured an uninter- 
rupted supply of fertilizers on a priority basis. The country will require 
ten lakh tons of chemical fertilizers during the current fiscal year. \e 
are now capable of producing fifty-five per cent of the demand in Bangladesh. 
Arrangements have been made to import the remaining quantity at a high price 
and supply them to farmers with a subsidy of about Taka 104 crore.

Side by side with the efforts for raising food production the government has 
already adopted an overall policy and well planned programmes for improve- 
ment of food management. 


A programme has been taken up under the interim food production plan to raise 
total food production to two crore tons by the year 1985. Food production 
this year has fallen due to a long drought. Inadequate soil moisture and an 
untimely excessive rainfall. But record quantity of foodgrains stocked in 

the beginning of the year and additional imports will enable us to meet the 
deficit and build up the required reserve stock. Necessary steps have already 
been taken for this. 


The internal food procurement drive has been playing an important role for 
the last few years. The main objective behind the programme is to provide 
incentive for production to the poor and small farmers by ensuring fair price 
and also to ensure a stable market price. Till the first week of February of 
fiscal 1981-82 the government succeeded in making internal procurement of 
about three lakh tons of foodgrains. Although the procurement drive this 
year was not fully successful its main objec.ives have been realised. 


Canal Digging 


A programme has been under taken to dig and reexcavate canals through volun- 
tary labour all over the country under the leadership of late President Ziaur 
Rahman in 1979-80 to increase food production. Being inspired by the first 
year's success the programme has been expanded further in 1980-81. Dry 

season irrigation facilities have been made available to a vast area of arable 
land under this programme during 1979-80 and 1980-81. As a result positive 
development in wheat and boro rice cultivation have been achieved. The 
programme has been going on in full swing during the current season and 

people from all walks of life are participating in the programae for increas- 
ing food production. 


Extensive progarmme has been undertaken for developing the water resources 
and making proper use of the resources for attaining fou’ autarky with a view 
to improving the standard of life of the countrymen. The Ganga Kobadakh 
Project, Chandpur Irrigation Project, Barisal Irrigation Project, North 
Bengal Tub-well Project and Barisal Petuakhali Project will make significant 
contribution in this regard. The Teesta Barrage Project, Embankment Project 
on the right bank of Brahmaputra river, Muhuri Irrigation Project, Monu 
River Project, Kharnaphuli Irrigation Project and the Ganges Barrage Project 
are the significant projects in the water resources development sector. Of 
these work of the Manu River Project, Mohuri Irrigation Project and the 
Kharnaphuli Pro-Irrigation Project are in the concluding phase. 


Besides the flood control and drainage system in 19 lakh acres of land in 
Rangpur Bogra and Dinajpur districts would be improved by the Teesta Barrage 
Project. The primary construction work of the Barrage under the project is 
progressing fast. 
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The food-for-werk programme help in stabilising food price in the domestic 
market beside providing work for the unemployed labourers. A total of two 
lakh fifty three thousand tons of wheat as grant was received from various 
international agencies and friendly countries for the food-for-work programme. 
The Government has sanctioned one lakh five thousand ton food from its own 
resources for this programme. 


Seventyfive per cent of the country's total requirements of cloth are being 
produced by handlooms. The Bangladesh Handloom Board is putting in efforts 
to make the country self-sufficient in cloth improve the lots of the weavers 
and to create extensive rural employment. The Government policy in the cloth 
production sector is to make the four and a half lakh unutilise?f and running 
looms productive instead of setting up new textile mills. The yarn mills in 
the public sector are being used to meet the requirements of yarn of the 
handlooms to attain this objective. 


Meantime permission to set up forty yarn mills in the private sector was given 
in persuance of Government policy to encourage private sector side by side 
with the public sector. It is expected that the country will attain self- 
sufficiency in yarn production and will not have to spend a huge amcunt of 
foreign exchange to importing yarn when these mills will go on production 

by 1984. 


The Government is giving importance to earning of foreign exchange by export- 
ing cloth and not only producing it. To attain this objective readymade 
garments worth eight crore Taka were exported last year and it is expected 
that readymade garments worth Taka twenty crore could be exported this year. 


Introduction of realistic education system suited to the time is essential for 
the development of socio-economic doncition vis-a-vis the national life. With 
this end in view special importance is being attached to building up skilled 
manpower through education suiting the need of the independent and sovereign 
Bangladesh. 


The Government has introduced universal primary education and mass literacy 
programme in the Second Five Year Plan in view of its constitutional duty to 
create scope for minimum education for all citizens. Practical steps have 
been taken to materialise the mass literacy programme to free the society 
from the curse of illiteracy. 


Literacy Drive 

Target has been fixed to make four crore people literate in four years by 
1985 under the mass literacy programme. Thirtyfour lakh people have already 
been given the knowledge of letters till today. 


Not only in primary education sector we have in hand far-sighted development 
programme in secondary and higher education system. 


Project has been taken to introduce science education at the thana level 
colleges for developing science education in the rural areas. The madrasha 


19 








education has been made suitable of the age through integration of technical 
and science education with the religious education curriculum. Steps have 
been taken to introduce science and technical education in sellective madra- 
shas in this regard. 


An Islamic University has been set up in the country for expansion of Islamic 
education. There is arrangement for imparting science and technical educa- 
tion along with religious curriculum in this university. 


It cannot be denied that correct and successful application of technology is 
essential for solving various problems facing the national life and also for 
the overall welfare of the people. There are seventyfour research labora- 
tor’<s in different parts of the country to carry on research in various 
fields of science and technology. Projects for setting up more research 
laboratories on specialised subjects are being taken in hand. 


The Bangladesh Atomic Energy Commission has stengthened activities in atomic 
research and development work for improving the lots of the people through 
peaceful use for atomic energy. 


The Bangladesh Science and Industrial Research Council has so far innovated 
and invented about eighty formulas and given lease of those formulas to the 
industrialists for commercial production. A few commodities produced as per 
the formula have been marketed in the meantime. Besides the Council has 
undertaken a far-sighted programme to search for alternate source of energy 
to face the present energy crisis in the country. Health is one of the 
basic ingredients for improving the qualitative standard of life and for 
this reason much importance has been given in the health sector within the 
frame work of the development programme. The Government is determined to 
ensure minimum medicare facility for every citizen within the shortest 
possible time. The objective of health for all by year 2000 is closely 
linked with our health programme. The Second Five Year Plan is the first 
step to attain this target. 


Health Care 


The main features of the health programme that has been formulated for the 
last few years include building up extensive health system in the rural 
areas prevention of diseases attachment of more importance for th?) develop- 
ment of indigenous health system and integration of the system on scientific 
foundation manufacturing of essential medicines in the country and ensuring 
availability of these at fair prices and providing people's participation in 
the government programme. 


Special importance has been attached on successful implementation of the 
population control and family planning programme for sustaining the country's 
economic development process and keeping aloft the objective of improving 

the lots of the people. Hopeful response has already been found among the 
people to resist the population explosion successfully. 
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Ceaseless @fforts are being continued to bring down the rate of population 
growth from 2.36 to 1.8 per cent by 1985 and substantially increase the 
numbers of recipients of population control inputs. 


The Government believed that the key to country's overall development and 
progress lies in the materialisation of the rural development programme.

[Text] FolloWing is the Fourth Part of the text of speech delivered by 
President Abdus Sattar at the Jatiya Sangsad on Monday. 


The Government has given much importance to clear-cut decentralisation of 
power giving more power to people's organisations like local government and 
cooperative institutions and formulating plan at the local level. The 
Government in this context has taken a few important programmes during 1980- 
81 the most important of these projects is the introduction of Swanirvar 
Gram Sarkar. 


The Government has taken a bold step to realign the cooperative organisations 
on a new line with a view to improving the economic life of the rural 
population. Work is now in progress reconstitute the national level struc- 
ture of cooperatives so that it can undertake effective role to improve the 
economic life of the rural population in real term. The main object of this 
restructuring will be to undertake effective and suitable programme for the 
poor and lower income group of the rural population. 





The accommodation problems is becoming acute day by day and specially for 
the lower and middle income groups of people in Dacca and other towns along 
with creation of connected problems of offices and courts due to increased 
influx of people from villages to the towns and the population boom. It is 
very hard to solve the accommodation problems by constructing buildings at 
private levels under private ownership aii also by the limited resources of 
the government. Above all various short and long term projects are being 
implemented to solve this problem to the best. The government in principle, 
has given priority in the Second Five Year Plan to solve the accommodation 
problems of the low and middle class people. 


Housing Problem 


In different programmes are under implementation for the solution of the 
housing problem of the low and middle income group of people side by side 
with the building of residential houses, the government and taken up the 

work of the development of lands in Sylhet Noakhali Rangpur Barisal Patuakhali 
Tangail Khulna Kushia and Faridpur district headquarters under another pro- 
gramme town centers are being set up in thana headquarters. 


In the industrial sector, production had started recently in Ashuganj Zia 
Fertiliser Factory and in sanitary were and insulator factory in Dacca, 
besides, the work for setting up a urea fertiliser factory in Palash (Ghora- 
shal) and a fertiliser factory in Chittagong as has been taken up. 
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lt is hoped that the production of sugar during the current crushing season 
would be sufficient to meet the requirements of the country. 


The government has been putting special emphasis on setting up industries in 
the private sector. So far six thousand industriai units were given sanc- 
tions since 1976. 


Target of exports has been fixed at 1500 crore Taka keeping in view the 
trend of increased exports during the last few years and the possibilities 
of production in agricultural and industrial sectors. The six months export 
earning from July 1981 to December 1981 was Taka 606 crore and 90 lakh last 
year export earning for the same period was Taka 572 crore and 43 lakh. 


The government has taken up different production oriented programmes for 
creating exportable surplus. Special programmes have also been taken up 

for creating export awareness and for importing training to the exporters on 
export techniques. Ina bid to increase exports, steps have been taken to 
set up a good number of export oriented industries. Besides Bangladesh has 
been taking part in different international export fairs and arranging export 
fairs within the country. 


Keep-ng this objective in view, the work for establishing and export process- 
ing zone in Chittagong has been progressing. 


Trade 


The efforts for expansion and development of our ever increasing trade has 
been continuing through bilateral trade and barter agreements. So far 
bilateral trade agreements were signed with 25 countries on the basis of 
mutual understanding and discussions are in progress with a good number of 
countries for such agreements. 


Huge quantities, of mineral resources including gas and oil has yet to be 
exploited. Steps were being taken to gear up the exploration of these 
mineral resources. 


The laying up of the Chittagong Bakhrabad gas line will be completed by 

March next year with the assistance of the World Bank for supplying gas to 
industrial, commercial and domestic consumers of Chittagong. Gas connections 
were already given to different industrial units of the country for increas- 
ing the use of natural gas in the industrial sector. 


Feasibility study is underway for supplying gas to the western part of the 
country. 


To increase the production capacity of the Chatak Cement Factory by 75 
thousand tons annually a scheme had already been taken in hand to set up a 
new kiln in the factory. Besides the work for examining the possibility of 
extracting limestone in Jaipurhat has been going on while the work for 
implementation of the hard rock project has already been taken up. 








The work for the modernisation of the country's only oil refinery Eastern 
Refinery has been taken up already. 


All possible measures are being taken to increase the quantum of export of 
jute and jute products and earnings in view of the fall in the demand and 

price of jute and jute goods abroad as a result of the economic depression 
in the world market. 


The government has taken necessary steps for stabilising the prices of jute 
at growers level. As a result the prices of jute remained stable to the 
highest level during the current season in comparison to the previous year. 
The efforts of the government will continue so that the jute grower get 
fair prices. 


The demand for power has been gradually increasing with the increase of 
national development activities. Keeping this in view, a 50 megawatt power 
station was commissioned at Kaptai. Besides the work for setting up new 
power stations at Ghorasal Khulna Ashuganj and Chittagong has been pro- 
gressing fast. Among the construction of power transmission line projects, 
most significant one is the east west inter connection project, which will 
be completed within this year. It will be possible to ensure power supply 
to entire western region of the country when this project will be completed. 


Rural Electrification 


The work for providing electricity connections in the rural areas is in pro- 
gress through regionally formed rural electrification samities for achieving 
the objective of rural development. 


Different steps were taken for the development of the country's overall 
transport network, during the Second Five Year plan period, bridges on the 
main railways and rails of the Bangladesh Railway will be rehabilitated. 

The rehabilitation work of the rails and bridges of the Dacca-Chittagong 
sections are progressing well. As a result of the implementation of these 
projects, the security and speed of transporting passengers and goods will 
increase considerably. The work for setting up heavy diesel engine repair- 
ing factory at Santahar and a factory for manufacturing concrete slipper: 

at Bhairab Bazar will be taken up this year. This two factories will reduce 
our dependence on foreign countries. 


Plans were inscribed in the Second Five Year Plan for the construction of 
over two thousand miles of new roads development of two thousand miles of 
old roads and bridges and culverts. Keeping in mind the special importance 
of the road communication in the rural areas, projects for the construction 
of 250 village roads were included in the current year's development pro- 
gramme. Depending on the local technology bridge has already been built 
and similarly projects for building Gumti, Buriganga and Surma bridges were 
taken up. 


Ferry system has been improved for making transport easier between the west- 
ern and eastern regions. Four ships have already started plying for 
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improving the communication system for the islands and coastal areas of 
the country. 


The fleet of the Bangladesh Shipping Corporation has been increased to 24 
ships with total carrying capacity of three lakh and 76 thousand tons. 
Besides, there are eleven ships in the private sector. Experimental dredg- 
ing is nearing completion in the Karnafully river to examine the feasibility 
of berthing ships in Chittagong port which ply in deep waters. Initiatives 
are being taken to construct two multi-purpose jetties in Chittagong port. 


The aircraft of the Bangladesh Biman are now flying to seven cities within 
the country and 20 cities on its international routes. The rate of fare 
in the domestic routes are much less than the other airlines of the world. 


Step was taken for the construction of a separate domestic terminal building 
in Zia International Airport, Saidpur airport has already been opened. 
Rajshahi Airport is expected to be commissioned within this year. Besides 
necessary improvements were done to Sylhet, Chittagong and Jessore airports. 
In view cf the ever increasing demand, particularly of the tourists and 
foreigners a highly modern 350-room Hotel Sonargaon was constructed. Besides 
measures were taken to provide different facilities for attracting tourists 
and to build youth hostels in different parts of the country.

[Text] Following is the concluding part of the text of speech edlivered by 
President Abdus Sattar at the Jatiya Sangsad on Monday. 


The establishment of Talibabad earth station in our bid to attain self- 
sufficiency in the telecommunication sector bears the testimony to our yet 
another success. Various development projects have been taken in hand for 
the improvement of telecommunication system including giving new telephone 
connection. The telecommunication system of the country in connecting with 
international centres and specially with the Muslim countries has been 
improved substantially. We have proceeded further ahead in attaining our 
future target of establishment of one post office for every two thousand 
people through setting up of more post offices. 


Sufficient measures have been taken for implementation of various develop- 
ment projects of different organisations under Information and Broadcasting 
Division. 


Effective steps have been taken to enable the Radio Bangladesh and Bangladesh 
Television the two powerful mass communication media to play more active and 
important role in national construction, 


Press Freedom 
Full freedom of the Press exists in the country. Its proof is the publication 


of series of new newspapers and their editorial policies. Never before such 
a large number of newspapers and magazines was published in Bangladesh. 
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The Government has accepted in principie the proposal for the establishment 
f a Press Commission for the development of newspaper industry and identify- 
ing the problems of the people working in this industry and to recommend 
their solution to the Government. 


The Press Council set up in the past has been working independently. The 
Press Institute has been organising training with local and foreign experts 
to improve the efficiency and skill of journalists and other associated with 
newspaper management. 


Despite various economic probelms and development oriented activities being 
given top priority activities in the sports and culture sector have been 
strengthened enough. 


The Government has been putting in extensive efforts to formulate a plan and 
its implementation for creating job opportunities both at home and abroad 

by transforming the vast population into manpower. The Manpower Bureau has 
undertaken an extensive training programme to meet the demand of skilied 
labourers both at home and abroad. 


It was revealed from a survey that during the last six years more than one 
and a half lakh of Bangladeshi citizens got employment abroad and they have 
earned foreign exchange worth nearly Taka two thousand crore. Work of 
Islamic Technical Training Centre under the Islamic conference had started 
at Joydevepur since June 1979. 


With a view to mobilising youth forces to the activities of increasing 
national production by organising them a Youth Development Ministry was 
created in 1978 which had undertaken training programmes to improve skill 
of the unemployed youth and create job opportunities. More than ninety 
thousand youth were imparted training under these programmes. 


Youth Development 


While speaking about the youth community as well as the countrymen a special 
mention must be made about our valiant Freedom Fighters. Late President 
Ziaur Rahman had undertaken a number of development projects for the overall 
welfare of the Freedom Fighters and it was under his initiative a committee 
called Freedom Fighters Complex Fuad was formed for the rehabilitation of 
the war-affected Freedom Fighters. 


This commit'ee has already taken in hand the construction work of a multi- 
storied lb: ‘ding at Mirpur with a view to permanently rehabilitating the 
war affec.cu Freedom Fighters and the construction of this building is 
expected to be completed by this month. 


The half of our population is female and the government has undertaken exten- 
sive programmes to involve this vast population in the nation-building and 
national development activities and create opportunities for them to take 
their right place in the society. These programmes include establishment of 
women cottage industries and production centres in twenty thanas, vocational 
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training for the war affected women for their rehabilitation and implementa- 
tion of development programmes in 52 wards in the Dacca city, 32 subdivisions 
and forty unions under the Jatiya Mahila Sangstha. 


Direct cooperation between the Government and the people is very essential 

to the activities of overall national development. With this end in view 
certain effective measures have been taken to decentralise the administration 
and making it people-oriented. 


Faulty service structure of the colonial regime has been thoroughly recast 
and 28 service sub-cacres have been introduced. Appropriate training for the 
officers of all services have been arranged and in many cases those were 
made compulsory. 


The objective of the present Government is to reach maximum benefit of 
administration to the people by increasing its efficiency and skill. Asa 
step in this regard, the Government has already created a new Bandarbon 
district in the Chittesong Hill Tracts. 


Corruption is another serious malaise which has entered in all spheres of 
our social life and has made the social structure weak and helpless. Crea- 
tion of massive public opinion is essential to check corruption. 


Law and Order 


As elected representatives of the country's nine crore people it is only you 
who could create mass awareness with a view to freeing the nation from the 
curse and malaise of corruption. I hope that you all will extend all out 
cooperation to the government in discharging this national responsibility. 


Except occasional deterioration for various reasons, the overall law and 

order situation during 1981 was satisfactory and under full control of the 
government. The law-enforcing agencies have succeeded in maintaining law 
and order even in the face of obstacles and threats. The great example of 
this is the peaceful holding of Presidential election on November 15 last. 


Police, Bangladesh Rifles, Ansars, Village Defence Party, and Municipal 
Defence Party played a significant role in improving the law and order 
situation and checking smuggling. 





Our armed forces are the sentinels of national independence and sovereignty. 
The defence forces extend their active cooperation to civilian administration 
in time of crisis simultaneously being engaged in their regular training and 
exercise for improving professional standard. The members of our armed 
forces are always ready for controlling movement of foodgrains to the 
country's remote areas, checking smuggling in the border, protecting marine 
resources and in relief and rehabilitation works. 


We do not believe in aggression, but we will resist at all cost any attempt 
on our independence and territorial integrity. 
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Our defence forces are always vigilant. The contribution of our armed forces 
imbued with the spirit of welfare of the people the country and in solidarity 
with the people in defending the national sovereignty and upholding dem- 
cratic values was a unique example in the history. 


The political and economic situation of the present world are very alarming. 
The unsettled political disputes, the growing tension in many parts of the 
world and the conflicts has become a great threat to international peace and 
security.

SATTAR ADDRESSES MEETING OF BNP MP'S 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 15 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] President Abdus Sattar on Sunday emphasised the imperative need for 
consolidating complete unity and harmony in the Bangladesh Nationalist Party 
(BNP). 


President Sattar, who is also the Chairman of the BNP was addressing a 
meeting of the BNP Parliamentary Party (BNPPP) at the Old Sangsad Bhaban.

In reply to question regarding threat of boycotting the President's speech 
today (Monday) by party dissidents, Prime Minister Shah Azizur Rahman said 
that he did not observe “any tendency of boycott.” He said that Mr Maudud 
Ahmed in his speech had said that they were dissenters not rebels. 


Confidence in PM 


Shah Aziz said that Mr K.M. Obaidur Rahman also said they did not challenge 
his leadership and pointed out that the signature campaign to express confi- 
dence upon the leader of the house by BNPPP members was not necessary. 


Shah Aziz in this connection said that already 205 MP's belonging to the BNP 
in a letter to the party Chairman had reaffirw#ed their support to his leader- 
ship. He said that he did not organise the signature drive but the members 
did not spontaneously. 


Meanwhile, according to sources close to the dissident MPs of BNP, Mr Maudud 
Ahmed in his speech at the meeting called for maintaining unity at all levels 
of the party to help it survive.

MINISTER RETURNS FROM ISLAMIC INDUSTRIAL PARLEY 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 17 Feb 82 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Bangladesh has proposed the creation of a Task Force to work out a 
comprehensive policy on industrialisation at the Ministerial meeting on 
industrial cooperation among islamic countries now being held in Islamabad, 
Finance Minister Fasihuddin Mahtab said in Dacca on Tuesday, reports BSS. 


The Minister who returned to Dacca on Tuesday after attending the meeting 

told newsmen at the airport that Bangladesh had emphasised the need for 
developing technical training and design centres as well as some institutional 
arrangements to cater to the requirements of the OIC member states. 


He said the proposed Task Force would look into every aspects or industrial 
cooperation among the Islamic countries. Mr Mahtab also stressed the need 
for optimal utilisation of resources of the Islamic countries--both oil- 
producing and non-oil countries. 


The Ministerial consultation on industrial cooperation among Islamic countries 
began at the Pakistani capital on Sunday and is scheduled to conclude today 
(Wednesday). 


The Finance Minister led the Bangladesh delegation at the meeting. 


Elaborating, Prof. Mahtab said the proposed Task Force would identify some 
bilateral as well as multilateral programmes in the field of industrial 
development towards the ultimate benefit of 1000 million people of the Muslim 
World. 


He emphasised collaboration on multilateral basis so that “benefits may 
accrue to more than two countries". "In fact we visualise a network with 
vertical and horizontal linkage to benefit as many OIC countries as possible." 


The Minister said there was immediate need for institutions like design 
centres to provide necessary technological background support for formulation 
of plans for sophisticated and complex industrial ventures in the OIC member 
countries. 
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Mr Mahtab said that with the help of the proposed Task Force and assistance 


from the OIC Secretariat, there could be fruitful multilateral industrial 
ventures. 


The Minister said the Bangladesh proposals were supported by a number of 
delegations at the meeting. 


During his brief stay in Pakistan, the Finance Minister called on President

CONCERN EXPRESSED OVER IMF ATTITUDE TOWARD DACCA 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 19 Feb 82 p 1 


{Text| Financial Managers in the government are disappointed as the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) is making unusual delay in sending another 
appraisal mission for giving final verdict about the resotration of the 
disbursement of 580 million SDRs under extended and supplementary financing 
facilities. 


The Fund's mission in its last December visit hinted for another round of 
crucial meet in January but if has not as yet confirmed any date. President 
Abdus Sattar earlier announced that a Fund mission will arrive in Dacca in 
the first week of February. But according to official source there is no 
possibility of any IMF mission arriving even by the end of this month. 


The acute foreign exchange crisis which virtually forced the government to 
make vigorus short term borrowings from foreign private financial institu- 
tions, along with the Compensatory Financing Facility extended by IMF and 
the lining of credit from various international organisations and the Sanli 
grant in and may only keep the economy alive upto May. And after that 
Bangladesh will be hardput to keep its economy going. Though the resource 
position marked a slight improvement compared with last month it is yet to 
be well enough even to bear the salaries of the officials of the Bangladesh 
missions abroad. From next month, Foreign Ministry has to pay about Tk 5 
crores of foreign exchange equivalent every month. 


Realising the gravity of the situation government sent another delegation 
last month to apprised the IMF of some fresh government measures satisfying 
the performance criteria. 


During its last December visit IMF insisted on price adjustment of public 
utilities as well as of petroleum, oil and lubricants (POL), 10 per cent 
devaluation of the Taka drastic cut in government spendings and in the 
budget. To fulfill the demand of IMF it has recently decided to increase 
the POL prices by more than 30 per cent. The pricing committee of the 
government approved this price increase. Apart from this the annual Deve- 
lopment Programme has been slashed down by about 300 crores to 2,700 crores. 
Government spendings have also been considerably reduced and the devaluation 
of Taka made in stages. But domestic credit of the economy has not yet 
registered improvement in line with IMF directives. 
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However, a high official while talking to the New Nation expressed concern 
over the IMF attitude by saying that government has already fulfilled most 
of the IMF criteria but it IMF is still showing reluctance about restoration 
of the disbursement of SDRs which was earlier suspended on June 4, 1981 by 
making only three instalments on the plea that Bangladesh had failed to 
fulfill the criteria.

EVENTS SURROUNDING FORMER MINISTER'S ARREST TOLD 
Charges Reported 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 14 Feb 82 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Mr Abul Kashem, a former Minister and President of Jatiyatabadi Jubo 
Dal, was arrested on Saturday noon on charges of harbouring an offender and 
of obstructing public servants from discharging their duty. He was released 
by the court on bail soon after. 


Ramna Police made the arrest under Sections 213 and 353 BPC on the basis of 
a complaint lodged by Mr A. F. M. Mahmud Al Farid, Superintendent of Police, 
Dacca on Saturday. Soon after the arrest, Mr Kashem was produced before the 
court and was released on bail. 


Mr Farid in his complaint stated that Imdadul Haque alias Imdu, son of late 
Ashraf Ali of Santanipara under Kaliganj Police Station in Dacca district 
was wanted in nine cases in Kaliganj, Rupganj, Tejgaon Police Stations and 
Bhairab GRPs and was absconding after commission of these crimes. He, along 
with his associates had been charge sheeted in some of these cases and 
warrent of arrest was issued and proclamation and attachment orders were 
served against him. But he could not be apprehended as he was evading 
police arrest. His daring criminal acts were published in well circulated 
daily newspapers and were subject to criticism in the Parliament. 


The FIR stated that several attempts to trace out absconding accused Imdadul 
Haque alias Imdu went in vain. Subsequently on the morning of February 8, 

Mr Farid, the S.P., Dacca received a secret information that Imdu was 
residing with former Minister Mr Abul Kashem in his official residence. 

After verifying the information Mr Farid arranged cordoning of the residence 
of the Minister by plain-clothed policemen to keep vigilance and to apprehend 
the said Imadadul Haque. 


The Superintendent of Police, Dacca, in the meantime, contacted Officer-in- 
Charge of Ramna Police (since the place falls under the jurisdiction of 
Metropolitan Police) seeking assistance in apprehending him. He also informed 
Deputy Commissioner, Dacca and other higher authorities. And accordingly he 
ordered his force to surround the official residence of the former Minister 
Mr Abul Kashem. 
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Imdadul Haque alias Imdu was found inside the residence of the former Minister. 
On seeing the approaching police force Imdu locked himself inside a room on 
the ground floor of the house. 


Police ordered Imdu several time to surrender. But he threatened to kill any- 
body trying to enter the room forcibly and said that he would come out of the 
room only after the return of Mr Abul Kashen. 


Meanwhile, the FIR stated, police force on duty managed to open a part of a 
window of the room in which Imdu was hiding and found that Imdu along with 
one of his associates Bellal, son of Moizuddin of Durbati under Kaliganj 
Police Station in Dacca district, armed with revolvers had taken position 
inside the room, aiming their weapons at its entrance. 


In the meantime, Assistant Private Secretary of the former Minister arrived 
at the spot by the former Minister's car and informed, Mr Farid Deputy 
Commissioner, Dacca, Mr A. M. Mufazzal Karim, that the Minister was very much 
annoyed and had ordered them to withdraw the police force immediately. 


Mr Farid stated in his complaint that he could not comply with the order and 
said he would not withdraw the force until notorious criminal like Imdadul 
Haque who was hiding inside the official residence of the Minister was 
arrested. 


The S.P., Dacca, then informed the higher authority over phone from the 
nearby residence of Deputy Commissioner, Dacca about the attitude of the 
Minister conveyed through his APS. 


At about 2 p.m. Mr Abul Kashem came and seeing the police force started 
shouting orders at the police to get out from in and around his residence. 


Mr Farid told Mr Kashem the cases in which Imdu was wanted. Still, the 
former Minister threatened and intimidated him (the S.P.) to leave the place 
with the police force saying that he would allow anybody to apprehend Imdadul 
Haque from his residence. But Mr Farid insisted that Imdu should be handed 
over to the people otherwise police would apply force as per law to effect 
his arrest. 


But former Minister Abul Kashem, the FIR stated, continued to threaten and 
created obstruction in effecting the arrest of Imdadul Haque alias Imdu. 
Despite his resistance, police arrested Imdadul Haque alias Imdu on the same 
day at 430 p.m. His associate Bellal managed to escape with the revolver 

in the melee. 


The FIR mentioned that Deputy Commissioner, Dacca, Mr A. M. Mofazzal Karim, 
Deputy Police Commissioner (South) Mr Moazzem Hossain Kian, Krezi Bazlur 
Rahman, Assistant Commissioner, Ramna and Officer-in-Charys, ' Ramna Police 
Station assisted Mr Farid in the operation while many members of the public 
witnessed the occurrence. 
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Denial of Charges

{Text} Former Youth Development Minister Abul Kashem, who is also an MP and 
President of the Jatiyatabadi Jubo Dal claimed yesterday that he did never 
provide shelter to Imdadul Huq Imdu at his residence. 


Addressing a press conference at the central office of the youth front of 
the ruling Bangladesh Nationalist Party (BNP) he said he was a victim of a 
conspiracy hatched out to lower his prestige and blacked his image. 


He came to the office straight from the meeting of the BNP Pariisamcuiary 
Party where, he said, he sought justice frm the party. 


Wearing clean ‘safari’ suit the Jubo Dal President was apparently composed, 
but he was frequently thumping the table in excitement. 


The Central Jubo Dal leaders and Redwan Ahmed an MP were also present at the 
press conference.

He asserted that he was innocent and he had been implicated in it by an 
uniden.ified quarter. 


Explaining to the press conference he said he wanted to reveal the facts in 
view of the newspaper reports centering him followed the arrest of Imdu 
from his official residence. 


‘« Kashem said President Abdus Sattar when informed about it by him the 
following day expressed his ignorance and regret. 


He said Imdu was expelled from the Jubo Dal in its meeting held on May 23 
last year immediately after receipt of written complaint from one Abdul 
Awal Bhuiyan. Then, upon his recommendation the BNP Standing Committee 
approved it, he added. 


At this stage Redwan Ahmed produced a copy of the application reportedly 
signed by Imdu and addressed to the BNP Chairman seeking restoration of his 
membership of the party. Mr. Redwan said Imdu sent it by post to Abul 
Kashem for his recommendation, but it was not given. 


Narrating the incident of arresting Imdu the Jubo Dal President said Imdu 
was arrested from Minto Road not from his residence. He said while dis- 
charging his official duty at around 1-45 pm on January 8 his driver and 
security guard apprised him of the entry of a dacoit into his residence and 
it was cordoned by the police. 


On enquiry he came to know that the Home Minister was not aware of it. But 
tem minutes later the Home Minister confirmed the incident, he said. 
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On reaching home he along with Jubo Dal Secretary Saifur Rahman and some 
other leaders of the organization got Imdu out of the premises of his resi- 
dence forcibly and then he was arrested from the Minto Road by the Police. 


He alleged that the policemen had threatend the inmates of his house where 
his wife and children were not present that day. 


He said he was told that the Inspector General of Police wanted to talk to 
him before he was taken to Ramna police station from his residence. An 
Additional P6lice Superintendent informed him there that he was arrested 
under Sections 212 and 353. 


Answering a question he said that he did not know who had hatched the cons- 
piracy. He denied that any offstage quarter was behind it. 


Asked as to whether Imdu was accompanied by another person he said that he 
had not seen, but he had heard about it. 


He said Imdu was a worker of Ganabahini of JSD. He joined the BNP in 1980, 
he added.

Former Minister Mr. Abul Kashem was arrested on Monday last on charge 
of harbouring an offender and obstructing public servants in discharging 
their duties. He was later enlarged on bail. Former State Minister Mr. 
Ruhul Amin Howlader, is being wanted on charge of possessing illegal arms.

REPORT ON SALE TO ISRAEL STIRS OPPOSITION 
Dacca HOLIDAY in English 14 Feb 82 p 5 


[Text] The government of Bangladesh is understood to have been seized with 
the reported move by a foreign firm to supply 20,000 metric tons of TSP 
fertilizer of Israeli origin to Bangladesh through its local agent in Dacca. 
The matter has been taken up at the highest level here. 


While an official announcement on January 31 termed the report of January 24 
as “entirely baseless" probes are being made from different direction, to 
find out exactly what has happend. Steps are also being taken to ensure that 
no trade with Israel through any source in Bangladesh does ever occur. 


Meanwhile, Arab missions in Dacca including the PLO and a visiting dignitary 
from the United Arab Emirate have strongly remonstrated against the projected 
import of Israeli fertilizers to Bangladesh with President Sattar and other 
government authorities immediately after the publication of the report in 
HOLIDAY of January 24. Some of them, including Saudi and UAE embassies, it 
is learnt, have written memoranda to the Ministry of foreign Affairs, 
Government of Bangladesh seeking to know the exact position about the 
reported move. Replies from the Foreign Office to these notes are still 
avaited. 


Also, AL‘*WAHEEDA, a leading national daily of UAE, published from Aub Dhabi 
and having a wide circulation in Arab world and outside, reproduced the 
HOLIDAY despatch. 


in the circumstances, informed circles say, the matter cannot be summarily 
dismissed as “entirely baseless", as has been sought to be done by some offi- 
cials here. Moreover, their clarifications, published in the press, have 
raised further doubts. Some maintain that these have virtually confirmed the 
HOLIDAY report. 


their version of the story too admits that there had been the offer by a 
upplier for the import of Israeli fertilizers in 1981 also. The question is: 
why or how could there be any such offer, at all, whereas Bangladesh does not 
recognise Israel and does not have any trade link in any form with it? Or, 
have the local indentors of this American-Jewish supplier concern been taken 
to task for making or bringing this offer? Not yet. 
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lrue, this offer was rejected. But it was not rejected “outright”, as has 
been claimed. Rather, following the opening on May 23, 1981, of the tender 
for the supply of 10,000 metric tons of TSP, negotiations between the sup- 
pliers with their headquarters in New York and the BADC for the reduction of 
price and the extension of the date of validity of the offer went on till 
about the middle of June. These are facts on records. 


lt must also be noted that the present deal in question for 20,000 metric ton 
TSP is also being handled by a New York company with the same origin as that 
of the firm who bid for the supply of 10,000 metric ton TSP of Israeli manu- 
facture. The difference is that the quantity has been doubled this time with 
the use of the name of a third country (Turkey). 


In our story of January 24, we mentioned that the supply is being shown to 
be of Istanbul manufacture. The name of the dummy manufacturer is the same 
as that with us. 


Interestingly enough, some quarters in Dacca tried for a Turkish contradiction 
here of the HOLIDAY report, but in vain. The government too has not yet 
issued any press note on the subject.

SUPREME COURT QUASHES FORMER PRESIDENT'S CONVICTION 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 18 Feb 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] The Supreme Court yesterday quashed special military court convic- 
tions of former President Khandakar Mushtaq Ahmed after he had served four 
years out of a five-year jail tern. 


The full bench of the Appeallate Division of the Supreme Court by an order 
allowed two appeals of Khandakar Mushtaq and quashed the convictions and 
sentence. 


The bench comprised of the Chief Justice Kemaluddin Hossain, Mr. Justice 
Fazle Munim, Mr. Justice Ruhul Islam, Mr. Justice Badrul Haider Chowdhury 
and Mr. Justice Shabuddin Ahmed. 


The Chief Justice pronounced the order at about 9-30 a.m. Reasoning for 
quashing the conviction and sentence will be known when the judgement will 
be given. 


Khandakar Mushtaq was convicted on charges of corruption by a special mili- 
tary court set up by late President Ziaur Rahman months after he had floated 
Democratic League to contest General election scheduled to be held on 28 
February, 1977. 


In view of his convictions he was debarred from participating in the November 
15 presidential election which President Justice Sattar won with a landslide 
of votes. 


Khandakar Mushtaq who was sentenced in February, 1977 was released from jail 
in March, 1980, 


Khandakar Mushtaw bec ~ssident following the military coup of August, 1975 
but was ousted from px yn November 4 the same year. 


It may be mentioned that the special Martial Law Court No. 8 in February, 1977 
convicted and sentenced Khandakar Mushtaw Ahmed to suffer rigorous imprison- 
ment for 5 years and a fine of Taka one lac in default to suffer rigorous 
imprisonment for another one year. The said court also convicted and sen- 
tenced him in another case to suffer rigorous imprisonment for three years 
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for alleged corruption and misuse of powers when he was holding the offices 
as Minister and President of Bangladesh. But the Martial Law Court directed 
the sentences imposed against him to run concurrently. The conviction and 
sentences was upheld by the government after reviewing the same. 


Against the judgment and order of the Special Martial Law Court he thereafter 
filed two separate writ petitions in the High Court Division of the Supreme 
Court challenging the validity of the said judgment and order as well as the 
review by the government. The High Court Division of the Supreme Court 
comprising Mr. Justice Abdul Wadud Chowdhury and Mr. Justice Sultan Hosain 
Khan in their judgment dated July, 29, 1981 discharged the rules. But their 
Lordships gave certificate under Article 103 of the constitution for appeal 
before the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court considering the involvement 
of important constitutional question for interpretation in the cases. 
Accordingly Khanakar Mushtaq Ahmed filed two appeals before the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court. 


it may be recalled that the government started two cases of Corruption against 
him under Martial Law Regulation No. 11 of Regulation No. 1 of 1975 when he 
was kept in jail under detention. 


The allegation in one case against him was that during his tenure of office 
as President of Bangladesh in 1975 he incollusion with the then Secretary, 
Ministry of Public Works and Urban Development got various construction 
works done in his paternal home at Doshpara and private rest house at 
Sandalpur, Comilla at the expenses of the government through corrupt and 
illegal means and abusing his official position and thereby obtained pecu- 
niary advantage to the tune of Taka 4,68,631 and further during his tenure 
of office as Minister for Commerce and Foreign Trade he ordered supply of 
furnitures to the tune of Taka 39,000 from the Trading Corporation of 
Bangladesh to the said private rest house thereby obtained pecuniary advan- 
tage for himself and the members of his family and caused prejudice to the 
economic and financial interest of the country. On the other hand the 
allegation in other case against him was that during his tenure of office 
as Minister for Commerce and Foreign Trade he abused his official position 
by ordering admission of some new comers as commercial import firms. But 
some of the owners of the import fimas were his relatives and some were 
fictitious. 


Besides this, he, violating the import policy in 1974-75 granted licence to 
some firms to import Diesel Engine and thereby obtained Pecuniary advantage 
for others and caused prejudice to the economic and financial interest, to 
the country. Thereafter police submitted charge sheet under Martial Law 
Regulation No 11 of Regulation No. 1 of 1975 in court against him. After 
hearing the parties the Special Martial Law Court No. 8 convicted him in 
both the cases and passed sentence as stated above. Thereafter the case 
record was sent to the Chief Martial Law Administrator for review according 
to the Martial Law Regulation. But the government after reviewing the 
same upheld the conviction and sentence passed by the Martial Law Court 
against him. 
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In both the cases Khandkar Mushtaw Ahmed contended that the allegations are 
malicious, false and fabricated. It was further contended that review of 
the Martial Law Court's judgment was done illegally and without lawful 
authority by the Ministry of Law and Parliamentary Affairs and not by the 
President who is the government under the Constitution and who did not dele- 
gate the power of review. 


After long hearing at length the Supreme Court passed the order as stated 
above. 


Messrs. M.H. Kandokar, Khandokar Mahbub Uddin Ahmed, Nizamuddin Haider, 
Golam Morshed and Shahabuddin Ahmed appeared for the appelant while Attorney 
General Mr. K.A. Bakr and Deputy Attorney General Mr. Abdul Wadud Bhuyan 
appeared for the Government.

HAZARDS OF INDIA'S WLTHDRAWAL OF GANGES WATER TOLD 
River Routes Periled 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 10 Feb 82 p l 


'Text] Navigation in 12 river routes of the south-western districts have 
become “hazardous' because of withdrawal of Ganges water, according to an 
official document, says ENA. 


Formation of shoal and fall in water level in these routes also reduced 
navigat j on. 


The document titled “Report on the Effects of Upstream Withdrawal of the 
Ganges in Bangladesh 1980-81" estimated that dredging of the routes will 
involve an expenditure of taka 70 crore. 


The 12 river routes include Dacca--Khulna Rocket route, Madaripur Beel route, 
Madhumati river, Upper Kumar route, Arial Khan route, Dubladia route, Ganges 
Jazira shoal, Rupsha river (near Khulna city), Alaipur--Jatrapur route, Rupsa 
Kazirbacha route, Gabkhan--Hula route, Kirtonkhola river, canal mouth in 
front of Patuakhali on Barisal--Patuakhali route. Besides, the ferery route 
between Aricha--Goalanda was also jeopardised because of formation of a 

large shoal in front of the Goalando, the report said. 


[t mentioned that a very alarming fact was observed in the main trunk line 
between Dacca and Khulna which is designated as class one route. The water 
level fell down to seven feet draft at places during the lean-flow season 
resulting in the formation of large shoal measuring about seven lakh cubic 
yards. 


The “Rocket steamers" with nine feet draft had to be diverted to Barisal via 


Gazipur which involves an additional cruising time of two to three hours for 
one way trip. 
fhe report noted that "alarming effects" of the upstream withdrawal of the 


Ganges water is the gradually deteriorating condition of the channels which 
provide ferry links to the northern region of Bangladesh with the rest of the 
country. These ferry routes are the lifeline of economy as they serve as the 
feeding channel of foodgrains, fuel and other commodities. 











A survey carried out by Bangladesh Inland Water Transport Authority (BIWTA) 

n 1975-76 and 1976-77 showed that inland waterway traffic in the south-west 
Bangladesh was reduced by 11 million ton miles due to adverse channel condi- 
tions. Although cargo traffic between the southern and other regions of the 
country increased after that period the river traffic of commodities did not 
rise because no step could be taken to improve the channel for lack of funds. 
The increased cargo, according to the report, is now being transitted through 
roads and railways which involves more expenditure. 


The report stressed that the extent of channel deterioration and its conse- 
quent adverse effects on the inland navigation and economy as a whole should 
be evaluated and studied immediately. But it mentioned that surveys relating 
to hydrography, traffic etc. could not be taken so far for lack of finance. 
No measure to improve the channels and navigation could be taken unless such 
surveys are carried out to gauge the extent of deterioration, the report added. 


Importance of Talks

[Editorial ] 


[Text] An official survey on the impact of large-scale withdrawal of water 
at Farakka on the navigability of rivers has given scientific confirmation to 
what was so long a commonly observed feature. The survey has highlighted the 
falling water level in the river systems and the consequent increase in 
shoaling which is making navigation dangerous in the dry season. Already 
major steamer services have to undertake long detours to avoid shoals and 
shallow waters and in the process are incurring extra fuel costs. The 
continuing impact of the withdrawal has brought in rapid reduction in total 
tonnage of cargo carried by the inland water systems. This means that trans- 
porters are now taking to the more costly modes such as roads and the railways. 


Since Bangladesh is naturally endowed with a network of rivers and normally 
navigable canals, the most important transport system ought to have been the 
rivers. If water had not been artificially withdrawn in such volumes at 
Farakka by India, it would have been so and the network of roads and railways 
would have been alternative systems for speed and other reasons. But the 
natural order of things has been reversed and unless the withdrawal of water 
is limited, the problems of navigability will continue. It can be argued 
that with some dredging the situation could be improved, but if the water 
level is reducea continuously navigability would be irrevocably hampered. 


At a recent seminar on forest resources, experts have underlined yet another 
economically disastrous result of the low level of water in the river systems 
in Bangladesh particularly in the estuaries in the South. The once luxuriant 
Sunderban forest is diminishing, they lamented, because more saline water 
was rushing in with the tides to fill in the vacuum of fresh water created 
by the withdrawal. For the economy it means millions of taka lost in forest 


resources, 








The immediate economic reasons are enough ground for speeding up negotiations 
on the Ganges water sharing dispute. As a lower riparian country, Bangladesh 
loses everyday in real economic terms if the negotiations are stalled or 
delayed. Therefore, the scheduled forthcoming meeting of the Foreign Ministers 
of the two countries to reopen the dialogue on the Farakka issue ought to be 


accelerated. The latest official document on the aftermath of Farakka points 
out why this should be so.

NEW CREDITS MADE AVAILABLE TO BANGLADESH 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 11 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] The International Development Association (IDA), the World Bank 
affiliate for concessionary lending Tuesday approved two credits totalling 
45 million dollars to Bangladesh for increasing fertilizer and textile pro- 
duction, reports Islamic News Agency. 


The IDA is lending 12.8 million special drawing rights (SDR) (15 million 
dollars) to finance site preparation and provision of construction for equip- 
ment for a urea fertilizer plant in Chittagong district. The plant will 
require financing amounting to 470.6 million dollars. 


The World Bank affiliate is one of seven co-financiers which will make 
available 293 million dollars in foreign exchange needed to build the plant. 
Others are: Asian Development Bank with 72 million dollars to be used for 
service fees, Abu Dhabi Fund for Arab Economic Development 25 million dollars 
for the water treatment plant, Canadian International Development Agency 20 
million dollars for steam generation facilities, Islamic Development Bank 16’ 
million dollars and Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan 60 million 
dollars for the urea unit and Saudi Fund for Development 85 million dollars 
for the ammonia plant. 


The fertilizer plant will have an ammonia unit with a capacity of 1,000 metric 
tons a day and a urea unit with a capacity of 1,700 metric tons a day. 


Another 190A credit of SDR 30 million dollars will be used to rehabilitate 15 
textile unics and instal quality control facilities. 


IDA credits are denominated in SDRS which are valued on the basis of a 
"basket" of currencies. The United States dollar equivalent of the SDR 
amount of the IDA credit reflects the exchange rates existing at the time of 
negotiation of the credit.

PRIME MINISTER: SATTAR NOT INFLUENCED BY MILITARY 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 23 Feb 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Prime Minister Shah Azizur Rahman yesterday asserted in Parliament 
that President Sattar was not influenced by anyone in dissolving the Council 
of Ministers and forming the new one recently. 


Strongly refuting opposition charges that the President had to do that at 
the instance of a “supra-constitutional body" comprising defence Personnel, 
the Prime Minister said, “it is untrue and baseless. The President himself 
decided upon it and he is not under obligation to discuss it with anyone." 


Earlier, Mr Rashed Khan Menon (Workers Party) renewing his point of order 
said, "Dissolution of the Cabinet and formation of the new one were not the 
decisions of the President. A mini-military coup occured that night. The 
Cabinet formed at the instance of a supra-constitutional body was not legal. 


Defending his own position as Prime Minister and Leader of the House, Shah 
Aziz claimed a comfortable majority support of the MPs. "More than 200 BNP 
MPs in a written communication to the President have expressed their confi- 
dence in me. 1 also command support from a number of opposition MPs". 


The President was wholly satisfied about the majority confidence and his 
satisfaction was final. It was the prerogative of the President which could 
not be challenged in the House, he added. 


Quoting article 58 of the Constitution, the Prime Minister said the President 
shall appoint as Prime Minister a member of Parliament who “appears to him" 
competent and command confidence of the majority members. 


He termed the points of order raised by the two Opposition group leaders as 
"frivolous and motivated” and held that those were untenable. Agreeing with 
him Speaker Mirza Golam Hafiz later ruled out the points of order. 


Displaying his usual brand of biting sarcasm, Shah Aziz pitied Mr. Shahjahan 
Siraj and Mr. Rashed Khan Menon who had been insisting on their interpreta- 
tions of the Constitution that his appointment as Leader of the House and 
Prime Minister was not legal. "I am disappointed to see their poor knowledge 
of law. I expected the young parliamentarians will groom themselves as future 
leaders. 











Suggesting that they were prompted by the BNP dissident group which tried to 
challenge his leadership outside Parliament, the Prime Minister said "I under- 
stand you have obligation to some of your friends to discharge this duty. 

But there are mistakes in their briefing". 


In an oblique reference to a BNP dissident leader, the Prime Minister told 
the two young Parliamentarians, "You should have taken brief from an 
experienced lawyer, not a lawyer in name only”. 


Replying to their charge that the Council of Ministers was not in accordance 
with the constitutional provision without a Deputy Prime Minister, Shah Aziz 
said there was no hard and fast rule that Deputy Prime Minister should be 
appointed then and there. 


He informed the House that a Deputy Prime Minister would be appointed soon. 
The Prime Minister further said under the present Presidential system council 
of ministers was responsible to the president and not to Parliament. It has, 
however, some accountability to Parliament by way of answering to questions, 


calling notice, adjournment motion, etc. 


Later, the Emergency Requisition (Amendment) Bill was introduced in the 
House. 


Piloting the bill the Prime Minister said it seeks to continue operation of 
the relevant act of 1948 until replacement by new legislation. 


Opposing introduction of the bill Salahuddin Yusuf (AL-H) urged the Prime 
Minister to come up with the pending bill instead of continuing the old one 


which was vague and ambiguous. 


The House was adjourned till 10 a.m. today.

Talking to newsmen at Zia International Airport prior to his departure 
President Abdus Sattar said that he was paying this "goodwill" visit to 
Rangoon at the invitation of U San Yu, Chairman of the Council of State and 
President of the Socialist Republic of the Union of Burma. He termed the 
existing relations with Burma as “cordial and brotherly”. 


The President said that he has no "fixed agenda" to discuss with his host. 
It is, however, expected that the two Presidents will discuss matters of 
bilateral relations and regional and international issues. 


The President is accompanied by Foreign Minister Professor Shamsul Huq, Home 
Minister Professor Mr. M. A. Matin and Consultant to the President Mr. Daud 
Khan Mailish. The Chairman of TCB also accompanied the President to explore 
the possibility of buying rice from Burme. 


President Abdus Sattar was seen off at the airport by Vice-President Dr. M. 

N. Huda and Prime Minister Shah Azizur Rahman. Members of the Cabinet, chiefs 
of the three services, members of ciplomatic corps, leaders and high ranking 
civil and military officials were also present at the airport to see President 
off. He was given a guard of honour before he boarded the special aircraft of 
Sangladesh Biman. 


The President is expected to return on Thursday. 
Arrival in Rangoon, Talks 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 24 Feb 82 pp 1, 8 
[Text] President Abdus Sattar and Burmese President San Yu today exchanged 


views on a wide range of bilateral, regional and international issues, cables 
BSS Special Correspondent Jehangir Hussain. 
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A Bangladesh delegation source later said, during the hour-long talks at the 
President's House this afternoon, the two leaders expressed complete identity 
of views on all matters. Both the Presidents stressed on the need for 
increasing cooperation between the two friendly and neighbouring countries 
and called for maintaining Indian Ocean as a zone of peace. 


President Sattar arrived earlier this morning on a three-day state visit and 
his talks with President San Yu also covered the situation in Kampuchea, 
Afghanistan and the Middle East. There were complete identity of views on 
all the issues discussed, the source said adding the talks were held in an 
atmosphere of friendship and understanding. 


The two Presidents who held the talks in an atmosphere of friendship and 
understanding expressed the determination that the existing cordial and 
friendly ties dating back to centuries would be further strengthened. 


The two leaders maintained that the way Burma and Bangladesh had solved their 
refugee problem was an example for all neighbouring countries of the world 
on how to solve problems through understanding and in a spirit of friendship 
and amity. 


Bangladesh foreign policy, President Sattar said, aimed at friendship with 
all countries of the world, particularly the neighbouring ones. He said, 
Bangladesh's ties with Burma was an example of good neighbourliness. 


President Sattar hoped the foundation of strong and friendly relations laid 
by the late President Ziaur Rahman and the former Burmese President U Ne Win 
would be made stronger.

Win Ambassador to Bangladesh. 


President Sattar, earlier called on the Burmese President at the President's 
House. 


President Sattar later laid wreaths at the Martyrs Mausoleum. The Burmese 
President is hosting a banquet tonight in honour of President Sattar. 


Earlier President Abdus Sattar was given a tumultuous ovation on his arrival 
in Rangoon from Dacca this morning on a three-day state visit to Burma. 


The newly elected Burmese President U San Yu warmly greeted President Sattar 
at the Mingaladon Airport as he alighted from his special aircraft. 


President Sattar was given a 21 gun salute when the aircraft carrying the 
presidential entourage touched down at the airport. 


Units drawn the Burmese Armed Forces presented him a guard of honour. Presi- 
dent Sattar took the salute froma red and yellow dias erected especially for 
the occasion as President San Yu stood by him. 


The dignitaries present at the airport including Burmese Prime Minister U 
Maung Maung Kha were then introduced to President Sattar the members of the 
council State of Burma members of the diplomatic corps and Bangladesh Ambas- 
sador to Burma Syed Nazimuddin Hushim were also present. 


The Foreign Minister Professor Shamsul Huq, the Home Minister Professor M.A. 
Matin and the Consultant to the President Mr. Daud Khan Majlis are accompany- 
ing the President. 


Thousands of flag waving school children attired in colourful dresses young

In keeping with our policy of forging close and friendly relations with all 
countries of the world, particularly our neighbours and those of the South 
and South East Asian region we attach the utmost importance to this visit on 
the firm belief that this will further promote and strengthen the friendly 
relations and cooperation already existing between our two countries. 


Bangladesh and Burma are bound by historical and cultural bonds going back 

to centuries. The relations between our two countries have always been 
marked by extreme cordiality, mutual trust, understanding and cooperation.

Foreign Ministers’ Talks 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 25 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] The Foreign Ministers of Bangladesh and Burma at a meeting here today 
agreed to take all possible steps to increase bilateral cooperation in dif- 
ferent fields including trade economy and culture reports BSS. 


Foreign Minister Prof. M. Shamsul Huq and his Burmese counterpart U Chit 
Hlaing held the talks "in a very cordial and friendly” atmosphere following 
up yesterday's discussions between President Abdus Sattar and President San 
Yu. 


The two Foreign Ministers expressed the hope that the maritime boundary 
between the two countries would be settled soon delineated in the same spirit 
in which they resolved problems in the past making examples for all neigh- 
bouring countries. They agreed to resume the maritime boundary delineation 
talks soon Prof. Huq said. 


They reviewed a wide range of bilateral regional and international issues of 
mutual interest. 


Emerging from the talks Prof. Hug said that a Burmese trade and economic 
delegation would soon visit Bangladesh to explore possibilities of increased

for global peace and security. 


They maintained that the way Burma and Bangladesh had resolved their problems 
in the past were examples of how to resolve them between neighbouring 
countries. 


The two Foreign Ministers considered that strict adherence to the rule of 
law and the United Nations Charter were of imperative need in the governance 
of international relations. 


They noted with satisfaction the “excellent” bilateral relations between 
Burma and Bangladesh developed on the firm foundation laid by the late Presi- 
dent Ziaur Rahman and the former Burmese President Ne Win. 


They considered that the recently concluded agreement on the demarcation of 
land boundary between the two countries was a demonstration of continuing 
goodwill and good neighbourliness between the two countries.

The Burmese Foreign Minister U Chit Hlaing accepted the invitation of Prof.

PRESS REPORTS ARRESTS OF MAJOR TERRORIST GROUP 
Arrests on 18, 19 Feb 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 20 Feb 82 pp 1, 8 


{Text} Lalbagh police in a 20-hour long raid on Thursday and Friday arrested 
16 persons from different areas of the city. Some of the arrested persons 
were allegedly responsible for hurling bombs at the public meeting of 
Khondker Moshtaque Ahmed on May 23, 1980 and explosions in the Dacca Univer- 
sity campus during DUCSU polls this year. 


This was disclosed by Liaquat, one of the accused arrested on Friday, during 
his preliminary confession to police. 


Police also recovered four unauthorised pistols, 25 rounds of ammunition, a 
private car and a motor cycle from the possession of some of the accused. 


In crushing the well known terror group, police had to exchange fire with 

one of the accused. The accused, Hannan alias Moshfequr Rahman with two 
pistols in his hands opened five rounds of fire in an abortive bid to escape. 
He was caught wounded when a police bullet pierced his left thigh. 


The arrested persons included four known leaders of pro-Hasina faction of 
Bangladesh Chhatra League (Jalal-Jahangir). They were: Hannan, Liaquat, 
Ekramuddaula and Montu alias Faziur Rahman. All of them were wanted by 
police in a number of cases of murder, dacoity, possession of unauthorised 
fire arms and rioting. 


One of the arrester BCI (Jalal-Jahangir) leader reportedly divulged startling 
information involving himself and his associates with some incidents of 
political violence in the city in the recent past. 


The accused told the police that they were responsible for the explosion at 
the meeting of Khondker Moshtaque Ahmed on May 23, 1980, in which nine 
persons, including Mustafizur Rahman, a journalist, were killed and a number 
of people including journalists were injured. 


He also told police that they were responsibie for explosions at the Dacca 
University during DUCSU election this year. The same group is also connected 
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with recent bomb explosions in city including the hurling of grenade near 
the house of Mr Abdur Razzak, General Secretary of Awami League (Hasina). 


Other arrested during the operation were: Jahangir Badshah alias Badshah, 
Abdullah Al Farug, Abdul Aziz, Mono Ershadul Huq alis Bulbul, Jahangir Alan, 
Abdul Wahab, Dr Khandker Mohammad Iqbal, Md Mahtabuddin, Md Delwar Hossain, 
Md Shahidul Huq and Nurul Amin. 


Police also seized one yellow coloured private car and a motor cycle used 
recently in a number of dacoities and robberies in the city. 


The operation began at about 1-30 p.m. on Thursday with the arrest of Montu 
alias Fazlur Rahman in front of a hotel on Mirpur road, near Azimpur New 
Market, by Mr Akram Hossain Khan, Officer-in-Charge Lalbag Police Station 
and his men. 


Police recovered from his possession a subcription collection book and a 
warning letter. While the subscription collection book indicated that Montu 
and his associates used to collect money from shop keepers in the name of 
"urs" the warning letter was addressed to the manager of a reputed sweetment 
shop “Maran Chand and Grandsons" asking the manager to meet accused Montu 

at a convenient time to settle some “important issues”. 


Montu told the police that originally he was a rickshaw driver but was 
“recruited” by Hannan, Liaquat and Shaha alias Shahabuddin. Shaha arrested 
earlier in a criminal case, is now under dentention. 


Montu confessed that Shaha had given him a pistol but he had kept it with 
Fkramuddaula. 


Ekramuddaula was arrested from the residence of his father-in-law in a drama- 
tic was. Around 2 a.m. Friday when policemen entered the house of Matiur 
Rahman, Ekram's father-in-law a field officer of National Security Intelli- 
gence, they found all the inmates of the house awake. 


In one corner of a room a girl was lying on a cot. The girl was asked to 
leave her bed. The policemen removed the mattress and found Ekramullah under 
that mattress. The girl was identified as the sister-in-law of Ekramullah. 


Ekramuilah told police that he had handed over Shaha‘s pistol to Hannan only 
on Wednesday. 


Following the information obtained from Ekramuddaula police raided a house 

at New Eskaton road and arrested eight persons, including Liquat and Badshah, 
from there. Two pistols with 14 rounds of ammunition were recovered from 
their possession. 


Police then raided the house of Hannan's sister at Mahakhali Chest Hospital 
doctors’ staff quarters around 3-45 a.m. Sensing the arrival of the police- 
men Hannan came out of the house with two pistols in his hand. He fired five 
shots towards the policemen but none was hurt. 








The OC, Lalbagh police then opened one round of fire from his revoiver which 
hit the left thigh of Hannan. The constables also fired several rounds of 
shots on hearing the exchange of fire to scare Hannan. The bullets did not 
hit anyone. Injured Hannan was arrested along with his pistols and 11 rounds 
of ammunition. 


The accused persons admitted that they had committed two robberies in 
Dhanmondi area on Thursday with the help of the car which the police had 
seized from the father-in-law of Ekramuddaula. 


According to the preliminary confession of Liatquat, he and his associates 
belonged to pro-Hasina faction of the Awami League and its front organisa- 
tion. He said that he wanted to leave for West Germany in 1981 but it was 
Sheikh Hasina Wazed who pursuaded him not to leave the country. "She assured 
me that she would hush up all cases against me,” Liaquat told police. 


Liaquat had reportedly told police that his associates were responsible for 
explosions in the Dacca University and recently in the house of Mr Abdur 
Razzak, General Secretary of the Awami League. 


Liaquat had told police that it was Shaha and his men who hurled bombs in 
the meeting of Khondker Moshtaque Ahmed at Baitul Mukarram in 1980. 


Giving the background of Shaha alias Shahabuddin, Liaquat informed the police 
that Shaha, a former bodyguard of Sheikh Fazlul Huq Moni left for India after 
the political change in 1975 but returned 1979. 


While in India, Liaquat told police, Shaha was a member of Quader Siddiqui's 
"Bahini” and received commando training under RAW, Indian Secret Service, at 
Deradun. Captain Beg of Indian army conducted the training. 


Liaquat hac reportedly told the police that they had also close link with 
one section of Bangladesh Jativatabadi Jubo Dal. “We help each other in 
operations.” 


Apparently disgusted with the role of the party Leaders, Liaquat at one stage 
urged the police officers to arrange his interview with Radio and Television 
so that he could tell the people about the way “our leaders are using us."

More Arrests Reported

city arrested alleged members of the “terror groups” during the last 48 hours. 


The arrested persons are: Mujaheed Hasan, Kala Faruq Taju alias Tofazzal 
Hossain and Sana alias Sanaullah. 


Taju and Sana were reportedly close associates of Montu Shaha an Indian 
national and a member of the terror group, arrested by police on February 158. 
Police recovered one pistol ard ten bullets from Mujaheed. 


Police had to exchange fire while arresting Mujaheed. 


According information Inspector Aminul Hug, officer-in-charge, Ramna Police 
Station chased two motor cyclists near PG hospital crossing when their 
movements appeared suspicious. 


The motor cyclists tried to escape towards New Market while the OC in his 
patrol jeep continued the chase. At Kataban point, the youngman sitting 
on the rear of the motor cycle opened two rounds of fire towards the police 
jeep. Inspector Aminul Huq returned fire but none was hurt in the exchange. 


The cyclists parked their motor cycle near New Market Hawkers Market and 
tried to escape. Police chased them and managed to arrest Mujaheed while 
his companion escaped with a pistol. Mujaheed’s pistol was found fully 
loaded with six rounds of ammunition. Besides, four live bullets were 
recovered from his pocket. 


Police also seized the motor cycle, Dacca HA 6073. The police thought the 
motor cycle to be a stolen one. 


Dhanmondi police on Tuesday arrested Kala Farug, an associate of Hannan and 
Liaquat, from Elephant Road. Son of a senior bank officer, Kala Faruq was 
picked up from a restaurant. 











Meanwhile, Lalbagh police arrested Taju alias Tofazzal Hossain and Sana alias 
Sanaullah, two close associates of Montu Shaha. Taju was arrested from 
Shakhipor in Kaliakoir police station and Sana was apprehended from Joydevpur 
in the early hours of Wednesday. 


The Detective Branch of the Dacca Metropolitan Police arrested Syed Selim 
Ahmed on Tuesday night and recovered one G-3 automatic rifle with four rounds 
of ammunition. 


On the basis of a secret information, Inspector M.C. Quddus, the captor of 
Chittagong mutiny leader Major General Manjoor, arrested Selim from near 
Jonaki Cinema. On the basis of his statement, the rifle was recovered from 
the kitchen of F.H. Hall of the Dacca University. Selim a non-student, was 
staying in that hall. 


The students of the F.H. Hall welcomed police action and assured full coopera- 
tion to the police in recovering unauthorised fire arms, from the campus. 


Selim, who belonged to another "terror group" used to collect subscriptions 
from travel agents under duress.

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INDIA DENIES CORRIDOR USE TO ENCLAVE INHABITANTS 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 21 Feb 82 ppl, 8 


[Text] India has withdrawn the Tin Bigha corridor facility to the people of 
Bangladesh enclaves of Dahagram and Angarpota in violation of a gentleman's 
agreement reached in September last. 


Heavy security force from the Indian state of Mizoram has been deployed at 

Tin Bigha last week. The security personnel were refusing the corridor 
facility saying their government has no permission for allowing the Bangladesh 
citizens to cross over Tin Bigha. 


The enclave people said the new force posed brute and it is difficult to 
communicate with them. 


It may be recalled that a gentleman's agreement providing for corridor faci- 
lity was reached at a meeting between the Deputy Commissioner of Rangpur and 
the District Magistrate of Coochbehar in September last. 


Since then the Enclave have been using Tin Bigha as corridor to visit the 
mainland. 


But suddenly this facility was withdrawn by the Indian authorities without 
prior discussion or giving any reason whatsoever. 


Meanwhile, the Tinbigha Protirodh Sangram Committee in Coochbehar district 
recently brought out a truck procession there protesting giving the corridor 
facility to Bangladesh. The processionists vowed to resist it even at the 
cost of blood. 


Such procession immediately before withdrawal of the corridor facility after 
five months was viewed as organised by the Indian authorities to deliberately 
create problems for the enclave people. 


Because of disruption in communication with the mainland supply of essentials 
in Dahagram and Angarpota were drying up. According to reports reaching from 
the enclaves, prices of foodgrains, medicine, kerosene and salt are soaring 
up everyday. People will face serious crisis of these essential items if 
supplies cannot be restored in next few days. 


Meanwhile, Indian nationals forcibly took away at least 26 cattlehead from 
Dahagram during the last 20 days. Afsaruddin and Nesaruddin have each lost 
6 cattlehead. 
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BUSINESSMAN REVIEWS BANCLADESH ECONOMIC SITUATION 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 26 Feb 82 pp 5, 6 


[Text] Whither our national economy? This question is acutely agitating 
the minds of the people. While dealing with various facets of this question 
I will discuss in broad spectrum the economic realities with an open mind. 
These realities which may depict the frustrating experience of the business 
community should not however be treated as frustration. We will pinpoint the 
malaise of the economy with a view to finding our the lines of solution to 
the problems facing the country. 


The national economy still remains highly unstable which has been bitterly 
proved by the current stagnation and inflation precisely called stagflation. 
All the economic buoyancy that a fine crop year (80-81) was supposed to have 
brought to the country has disappeared within six months of the very next 
year. Now we seem to be short both on cash and grains. Meanwhile, there 
has not been any substitute of the loss in agriculture sector. With rigorous 
credit squeeze for the private sector and driblets of foreign exchange 
funding for imports, activities in both industry and trade have slowed down. 
The high inflationary rate and the spurt in rice price threaten to wipe out 
savings and consequent internal resource mobilisation and even borrowings of 
the poor and middle class. The average inflationary rate in the country was 
around 20 per cent during the year ending December 31, 1981. The GDP (at 
1972-73 factor cost) is intimated to have provisionally increased by 6.08 
per cent during 1980-81. 


It will not do to say that we have been unwitting victims of a global economic 
upheaval. We, I mean the authorities have committed far too many mistakes 
knowingly, or so one presumes. The terms of IMF were known to us when we 
signed the loan agreement with the Fund. Why did we then go on a kind of 
spending spree to which the IMF would object so sharply? We knew that even 
with the 1980-81 bumper harvest, we were having food deficit, and at the 
same time as the gobernment stock had been going healthy, we knew that the 
current crop was being destroyed by pests. Simple additions and subtractions 
would have shown where we were going. Given the cycle of floods and droughts 
we experience, it will also have been reasonable to assume production-loss on 
count of act of nature. Had we been preparing foreign supplies accordingly, 
we would have been saved, at least to some extent, of the panic boost to rice 
price. What had happened on the contrary was that until November, when the 
effects of the drought had already become pronounced people were told by the 
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authorities that we had so much food that we did not have room to stock it. 
Not only this, we experienced the ridiculous facade of ‘export’ of rice on 
the so-called plea of surplus. This had an adverse impact on the donor 
countries so far as their food aid is concerned. Even we exported fertilizer 
on the expectation that its production in the fertilizer factories would 
register remarkable increase. Regrettable though, production in the recently 
inaugurated Zia Fertilizer Factory could not commence as expected. 


The financial performance of the public sector enterprises and public utili- 
ties remained far from being satisfactory. Many of the industrial enterprises 
instead of making any contribution to the Exchequer had to survive on direct 
and indirect subsidies. During 1972-73 to 1978-79, the jute industry alone 
incurred a total accounting loss of Tk. 352 crore while net pre-tax profit of 
some major Corporations, viz., BSEC, BSFIC, BCIC and BTMC stood at Tk. 168.30 
crore which denotes a very poor return on investment. Profits of these 
Corporations will be much less or even be negative if accounts are taken of 
depreciation at replacement cost, debt service charges and subsidies received 
from other sector. These figures are of 1978-79. The present situation is 
worse than that. 


The establishments’ claim about successes on the industrial front are, 
therefore, deceptive and nothing but propaganda stunt. The continuing low 
operational efficiency of the public sector has been a chronic problen. 


Now the time has come for serious rethinking of what nationalisation has 
brought to the economy of the country. Exponents of nationalisation might 
speak lot of things in their defence but this will not change facts. The 
nation today needs a clear-cut decision and direction in this regard. 


The persisting slack in the industrial sector holds out unpromising prospects 
for the future as the potential investors continue to feel alarmingly dis- 
couraged by the extended network of bureaucratic and other forms of control 
at every tier from the beginning to the end for getting an industrial project 
off the ground. The investors are uncertain of so many things: uncertainty 
about release of funds both on local and foreign currency from the financing 
institutions, foreign exchange sanction, allotment of land, uninterrupted 
power supply, tariff protection, domestic marketing constraints and so on. 


Against this backdrop, the target of the Lima Declaration of the United Nations 
Industrial Development Organisation (UNIDO) to raise the share of the manu- 
facturing sector to the level of 25 per cent by 2000 AD in the least deve- 
loped country like Bangladesh would almost certainly appear to be too 

illusory. 


It is high time now that government concentrates more and more on productive 
expenditure. The expenditure of the Government on revenue however increased 
at an average annual rate of 25 per cent between 1972-73 and 1978-79; the 

increase took place mainly in public administration, defence, debt services 
and subsidies. More significant, however, is the fact that non-development 
expenditure increased at the rate of 21 per cent annually during 1975-76 to 
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1976-79. This sort of expenditure is unfortunately on the increase and worse 
than before. 


According to the Annual Development plan implementation survey for 1980-81 an 
additional amount of Tk. 235 crore was spent without any allocation. The 
allocation was Tk. two thousand 369 crore. The number of projects was 321 
whereas 160 projects were implemented. 


On the other hand screw was tightened on private sector financing but the 
concerned authorities keep on busting the rules to keep afloat the credit 
guzzling losing public sector corporations. We order the jute mills to go 
for production but we do not consider cushioning of their loss even when they 
to sell their goods at a very low price or even when we see a competing 
country giving cash subsidy for export to its jute goods producers. We have 
arranged to refine crude oil at Singapore (on cash payment) involving thus 
heavy cash foreign exchange outlay but we have probably not yet sat down to 
calculate whether this process has given us a profitable return or not. On 
the subject of oil it may be worth mentioning that some of the western coun- 
tries have begun to save up to 40 per cent on fuel consumption. What has 
been the impact of formation of high level committee on energy in our country? 
The country needs sound energy planning. 


In spite of Government's oft repeated emphasis on export-orientation, growing 
dependence on imports has crippled the growth of domestic industries. The 
products of many of our industries have remained unsold. On the other hand, 
seven months have already passed but the planned allocation for the import 
policy 1981-82 could not be made available to the domestic industries to mee' 
theirc requirements of raw materials and spares which have severely cramped 
their economic viability. 


| mention all these not for being acrimonious nor for being polemical. My 
intention is to state that we have not even tried, not to speak of trying hard. 
My intention is to say that credibility of the government and its institu- 
tions which is vital for sustained efforts for economic and social progress is 
waning. My intention is to point out that we are already in the danger of 
exposing ourselves as inefficient to the international community. The very 
unwelcome efforts of these attributes snowball on the country and the people. 


It is, however, heartening that of iate this hard reality is being realised 
by the people at the top. We are now eagerly waiting to hear from them as to 
what pragmatic steps they are going to take to face this reality of 
stagflation. 


At this point the question arises what is to be done. 


ihere is a starting point which is as clear as it can be. The needs of the 
peneral mass have to be attended to put at the same time our wealth is 
limited, we being poor. This does not mean, however, that we have to share 
poverty. What we have to share is what we have. By this we might be sharing 
some hardship for some time. This is the starting point. There cannot be a 
free for all so that one can grab what one can. 





:is again means two things one, the government's policies relating to invest- 
ment and spending must be firm and fair. There may be competition in the 
first case and competing claims about the second. Where there is competition 
it has to be ensured that there has been a fair decision and where there are 
competing claims, it has to be seen that the biggest chunk of government 
expenditure goes to productive purposes or economic-activity generating 
actions and not merely to money-circulating actions. Two, financial disci- 
pline must be rigorously imposed as opposed to the habit of reckless spending 
now and a squeeze then. I would mean steadily trimming the frills in govern- 
ment organisations and projects. A dangerous aspect of nonproductive expen- 
diture, which we have to remember, apart from its immediate contribution to 
inflation, is that it begets further wasteful spending in the name of 
protecting employment and privileges. 


in other words, government must drastically reduce unproductive expenditure 
and increase investment in necessary marketable production. 


fhis again is not to say that building infrastructure or spending on social 
overheads should come to a halt. ly that care should be taken to avoid 
addition of white elephants, projects not useful in the foreseeable future, 
and expenditure that will become wastefully recurring. 


These are not generalisations, as these seem to be. Experience, records 
and reports available with the government are plenty to show where the 
finger should be placed. 


Last but not the least, inflation needs to be fought with determination. We 
have to remember that we cannot increase incomes corresponding to price-rise. 
In our kind of economy, which does not depend fully on sophisticated techno- 
logy and where the domestic agriculture sector is the main supplier of 
necessities of the bulk of the population, it is perhaps possible to insulate 
and country to an extent from imported inflation. Keeping cost of production 
low in agriculture will have to be a major objective in this regard.

EFFORTS TO CURB DOMESTIC © <EDIT EXPANSION FAIL 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 17 Feb 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Despite vigorous Covernment effort to contain widespread credit 
expansion, the overall domestic credit of the country registered a sharp 
increase over the last seven months since July, ‘8i. 


Upto January ‘82 the total domestic credit recorded an expansion by about 

Tk 531 crore to Tk 6020 crore as compared with that of Tk 5488.89 crore in 
the month of June'8i of which substantial portion is outstanding bank credit. 
As a result, liquidity position (cash money at the disposal of the nation- 
alised banks) of the country has been worst affected during the period under 
review which has made a record in the recent past. 


Following the visit of the International Monetary Fund (IMF) delegation in 
july last Covernment imposed drastic credit curb to satisfy the IMF prescrip 
tion. It may be mentioned that in the last financial year the outstanding 
level of credit of the scheduled banks alone recorded an expansion by Tk 
429,86 crore as compated with Tk 699.62 crore during the preceding year. 
Since then Government has been paying much attention towards containing 
demand by fixing quarterly target for monetary and credit expansion. B5ut, 
however, a ministry official told The New Nation that the overall domestic 
credit did not cross the ceiling fixed by Bangladesh Bank. 


The widespread expansion of the outstanding level of credit has posed 
serious threat to the liquidity position of the scheduled banks. The 
liquidity position of the scheduled banks experienced a record decline in 
the week ending on January 15 last. Bangladesh Sank's unusual advance to 
the nationalised banks, in fact, kept some banks in operation. 


in January this year the Liquidity position of the banking sector stood at 
Ik 1035 crore which is 27.30 per cent of the total deposits. 


ut im the week ending on January 15, bank Liquidity recorded sharp decline 


to 85? crore which is only 22.89 per cent of the total deposit. The pre- 
eribed liquidity ratio of the scheduled banks is 25 per cent of their total 
lemand and time liabilities out of which statutory cash reserve requirement 
is 5 per cent. To fulfill the prescribed requirement bank liquidity should 
« kept at Tk 931 crore. 








sudden deterioration of the liquidity position is being attributed to the 
low government spendings and the advances made in some specified priority 
tors and poor recovery of the domestic credit. Statistics shows that two 


major nationalised banks are worst affected. 


It is gathered that a leading nationalised bank had only 1.92 per cent statu- 
tory reserve in the week ending on January 15 last instead of 5 per cent cash 
reserve requirement. And other scheduled banks are just maintaining the 


reserve ratio nearly 5 per cent.

At the press conference, Mrs Gandhi said India always wanted to establish 
peacetul friendly relations with Pakistan without neglecting for a moment 
the need to remain ready for any eventuality. 


The Prime Minister reacted sharply to the CP-M charge that she was ccmpromising 
with imperialism. If she had compromised with imperialists they would not 
have attacked her, she said. 


She said they were not attacking the CP-M. “In fact, they are supporting the 
CP-M."" She also said the CP-M on its part was trying to ally itself with the 
BJP, which, according to its own characterisation, represented right-wing and 
pro-imperialism. 


She said, there were some forces which would try to increase tension between 
India and Pakistan. She did not identify the forces. 


She said, according to reports available with her, the law and order situation 
in West Bengal was worse than any other State in the country. She admitted 
the Bihar situation was also bad, but not worse than West Bengal's. 


"It is unfortunate that the Left Front Government in West Bengal does not 
cooperate with the Centre in the constitutional functioning of the Indian 
polity.” But she was not thinking in terms of any action against the Front 
Government, which should fulfill its terms, she said. 


Regarding the charge that the Congress~-I was trying to foil the election in 
the State, Mrs Gandhi said, “her party does want iiuc lection to be held in 
the state, but on the basis of a correct voters’ list." She wanted the 
voters’ list to be correct, but added, “this is a matter to be looked into by 
the Election Commission." 


The Prime Minister expressed her concern over the reported influx of Bangla- 
desh nationals into India. She said that the Central Government was maintain- 
ing contact with the West Bengal Government on the issue. 


Replying to a question, Mrs Gandhi said, her party had been trying to testrain 
partymen, particularly in Kerala and West Bengal, from doing what they wanted 
to do in meeting the challenge of the CP-M's interference with democratic 
political life. 


She had heard many complaints about the CP-M interference in educational 
affairs, in the matter of health services and other such issues, she added. 
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Leadership 


At the meeting, she called upon the people to stand united in the face of the 
challenges the country is facing in its attempt to move towards a society 
based on socialism. 


Calling for a national consensus on the vital national issues, Mrs Gandhi 
said, she has been trying to get the cooperation of all political parties for 
reaching such a consensus, but she is not getting it. 


Mrs Gandhi asserted that India does not care for what the IMF conditions might 
be. The country is firm on the policy of attaining self-reliance, the policy 
which has been approved by the Parliament. 


Mrs Gandhi denied she is a dictator and said the CPI-M which shouts so much 
about her dictatorship is actually pursuing dictatorial policies in West 
Bengal. They behave as if other political parties do not have the right to 
exist, she charged. 


Mrs Gandhi paid glowing tributes to Bengal and its tradition of culture, its 
contributions to literature, music, poetry, art and to India's struggle for 
freedom. 


She said, the people of West Bengal are good, but they have to suffer because 
of the lack of leadership. She said, it is unheard that a government itself 
calls for strikes and bandhs. This happens in West Bengal. 


She said she heard ‘rom some industrialists that the industry here is in a 
bad shape. It is for the people of the State to set things right, she 
suggested. 


Earlier the Prime Minister met a number of educationists who, under the 
leadership of Dr Satyendra Nath Sen, former Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta 
University, submitted a memorandum to her. The memorandum demanded transfer 
of university education to the Concurrent List and said otherwise educational 
institutions would suffer due to political interferences. 


Mrs Gandhi also met a deputation from the Indian Medical Association and 
received a memorandum which said the State Government is trying to bring 
post graduate medical education under the government department, instead of

[Text] Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has accused the press in India of func- 
tioning as the Opposition, reports PTI. 

"It is not functioning as a free press," the Prime Minister said in an inter- 
view to Mr Herman Lindqvist, Asia correspondent of the Swedish Television. 


Reacting sharply to negative reporting, Mrs Gandhi said “the press is the 
Opposition in India ...what is called the national press. They lead the 
Opposition. It is not just reporting...their reporting is absolutely base- 
less," she said. 


Stating that the press was biased, Mrs Gandhi said the press was also against 
her father, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 


"For a country which is trying to pick itself up from such a tremendous 
trauma of having undergone the colonial rule, cynicism and pessimism is very 
close to crime," she said. 


The Prime Minister said -'e wanted the press to project the correct picture. 
"We don't want to hide our faults or what is wrong. But they (press) don't 
admit that anything good has happened,” she said. The press, she noted, 
always picked out something bad and quoted somebody, who had said that such 
thing had happened. 


That is why the people are not bothered," Mrs Gandhi stated and asked whether 
a free press should not reflect the feeling of the people. 


"But what the press says has no connections with what public feels. They 
are still supporting other parties (Opposition), but people are not supporting 
those parties," the Prime Minister said. 


Mrs Gandhi said the Swedish press was also very much against her. "It had 


written some ghastly things against me. People wrote to me to say sorry and 
that the press is like that," she said. 
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Partnership 


Asked whether it was possible to rule with the current Westminsters type of 
democracy in the country and whether the presidential type of system was being 
considered, the Prime Minister said "whether you have a president or a prime 
minister, India can only function as « democracy." 


She said she did not think of ruling India. "I think of partnership. We try 
to involve the people in what we are trying to do and we can only succeed in 
it if the people are with us in doing that," she said. 


"You can't force an Indian to do anything," she said. Asked whether govern- 
Ment was enacting measures to restrict trade union movements, the Prime 
Minister said “we are not restricting anything. We only restrict particular 
type of strikes in certain essential services." 


She said strikes in those services were called not because of workers' demands 
but because of demands of politicians, who happened to be presidents or secre- 
taries of certain unions. “They are not concerned with the workers welfare," 
she stated. 


Denying that government had imposed any curbs on genuine trade union move- 
ments, Mrs Gandhi said “the curbs are imposed where the freedom is converted 
into a licence.” Wherever there were genuine grievances, she said, there were 
"bodies" to sort them out. 


"None of the workers have expressed any apprehensions about the legislation 
enacted by the government. It is only the political leaders, she said. 


Problems 


Asked how the government proposed to tackle various problems facing the nation, 
Mrs Gandhi said “we find people who have less population and less problems 
seemed to be much more worried about their problems."' More than the size of 
the population and the size of the country. "Tt is very much one's attitude 

of the mind" she said. 


"Today also our problems are gigantic. We are solving them. Many problems 


have been solved. The country has achieved self-sufficiency in food. At 
the same time we don't want our population to keep growing" she said.

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INDIAN RADIO REPORTS HIGHLIGHTS OF 1982-83 BUDGET 
Overseas Service Report 
BK271400 Delhi General Overseas Service in English 1330 GMT 27 Feb 82 


[Text] The budget for 1982-83 presented to Parliament today shows total 
receipts estimated at 271.34 billion rupees and an expenditure of 292.19 
billion rupees. It carries an overall budgetary deficit of 20.85 billion 
rupees. The deficit is proposed to be brought down to 13.65 billion through 
an additional revenue of 4.7 billion from taxes and other sources. 


The first budget presented by the youngest finance minister, Pranab Mukherjee, 
gives the highest priority to increase in the Plan outlay, mobilizing larger 
savings while containing the inflationary rate further. It also carried 
further encouragement to the people of Indian origin abroad to contribute more 
toward the progress of the country. 


The finance minister said that he has tried to contain non-Plan expenditure 

to the extent possible. But, he added, certain increases have been unavoid- 
able. He invited the attention of the members to the evolving geopolitical 
situation in the region under difficult environment in which India had to 
function. Mukherjee said India has tried to resolve the situation in a spirit 
of good will but at the same time all necessary steps have been taken to 
safeguard the gecurity of the nation. He announced the defense expenditure of 
51 billion rupees as against 46 billion in the revised estimate for the current 
year. 


Referring to the balance of payment situation, the finance minister said there 
has been a substantial deterioration in this since 1979-80, primarily because 
of sharp increases in import prices, particularly of oil and oil products. To 
avoid the destruction in the economy and regain time for the adjustment, the 
government negotiated a credit of 5 billion SDR's from the IMF. He said this 
will help the country in implementing the policies which have been sanctioned 
and approved by the people and Parliament. 


In recent years, remittances by nonresidents of Indian origin have shown a 
healthy grewth. The finance minister said this has been a stabilizing factor 
in the balance of payment pos'tion. Announcing further incentives to non- 
residents, he said the test oi residence in India will be deleted. The test 
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covering an individual who is regarded as a resident for the year if he stays 
in India in that year for 30 days only and also maintains a dwelling house in 
the country for 182 days or more is being deleted, since this causes hardship 
to persons who come home even on relatively short visit. Under the new liber- 
alized scheme, an Indian citizen who leaves the country in any year for employ- 
ment abroad shall not be treated as resident unless he has been in India for 
182 days or more in that year. To increase foreign exchange earnings the bud- 
get also provides tax relief to exporters. 


The budget gives the highest priorities for increase in the Plan outlay. The 
Plan outlay of the Center and the states represents an increase of 21 percent 
over that of 1981-82. In line with the strategy for the Sixth 5-Year Plan, 
substantial increases have been proposed in the ¢rucial sectors of the economy. 
It will receive 20.45 billion rupees, representing a 90 percent increase over 
the current year. The outlay for coal will be$#8.7 billion rupees, an increase 
of 52 percent. 


The power sector will get 9.29 billion rupees, an increase of nearly 34 percent. 
Taken together, the energy sector constitutes 34 percent of the central Plan 
outlay. 


Pranab Mukherjee said India attaches special importance to renewable energy 
sources. Referring to the recent successful expedition to Antarctica and the 
collection of polymetallic nodules from the ocean bed for the first time by 
an Indian ship, he said that India proposes to undertake a detailed survey of 
the Indian Ocean. He announced an allocation of 170 million rupees for the 
Department of Ocean Development. Including this, a total of 1.84 billion 
rupees have been provided for the science and technology sector. 


Announcing stepped up outlay for the sectors emphasized in the new 20-point 
economic program announced by Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi, the finance 
minister said agriculture will account for 12.02 billion rupees against the 
existing [words indistinct] supply program at a cost of 1.271 billion rupees 
will cover an estimated 45,000 problem villages in the country. In an effort 
to promote the small fmaily norm, the cutlay in this vital sector is being 
stepped up to 2.45 billion rupees against the existing level of 1.55 billion 
rupees. 


A scheme of excise duty concessions was also announced by the minister for 
increased production of goods during the 12-month period from 1 March this 
year up to 28 February next year. He expressed the hope that industry will 
rise to the occasion and achieve new peaks of production in the productivity 
year 1982. The finance minister referred to the bouyancy in revenue and the 
fall in the inflationary trend coupled with strong agricultural and industrial 
growth in 1981-82 and said these have helped him in keeping the budgetary 
deficit as low as feasible.

|Excerpts! New incentives for more production and savings, a big increase in 
outlay tor development and wide-ranging concessions in excise duty on articles 
cf common consumption are the highlights of the central budget for the coming 
year presented at Parliament today by Finance Minister Pranab Mukherjee. Some 
relief to the salaried taxpayers, a 5 percent increase in auxiliary customs 
duty on all imports, with some exceptions, and a dual pricing policy for 
cement are the other features of the budget. 


[wo new attractive savings schemes have been proposed for the coming year. 
Underlining the need for mobilization of resources in a noninflationary way, 
the government has decided to issue two new savings instruments. The first is 
a social security certificate which has been specially designed for the small 
savers. Under the scheme, an individual between the ages of 18 and 45 can 
invest up to 5,000 rupees which will triple in 10 years. The certificate will 
also provide social security to his family. The second instrument is a capital 
investment bond which is designed to attract a larger flow of private savings 
for public sector investments. These bonds will have a maturity of 10 years 
and carry an interest rate of 7 percent, free of income tax and wealth tax. 
They will also be exempt up to 1 million rupees, in case of their first holder, 
from gift tax. 


The budgetary deficit at the existing rate of taxation will be 20.85 billion 
rupees. The tax measures proposed are now estimated to yield an additional 
revenue of 4.7 billion rupees to the Center in 1982-83. The finance minister 
expects to raise 2.5 billion rupees from capital investment bonds. It would 
still leave an uncovered deficit of 13.64 billion rupees during the coming 
year. The finance minister said that he has set forth a framework of policies 
with a view to encouraging higher savings, investment and production in the 
economy. 


The Plan outlay of 110 billion rupees in the central sector for the coming 

year will be an alltime record. It represents an increase of 27.6 percent 

over the outlay in the previous year. Higher outlays have been provided for 
several areas emphasized in the revised 20-point program, which is vital for 
the development of the economy and for the welfare of the people, especially 
the weaker section. Under this, [more than?] 21 billion rupees have been 
provided for irrigation and command area development; 12.02 billion for rupees, 
Oilseeds and dry land farming; 1.9 billion rupees for integrated rural develop- 
ment program and a similar amount for national rural employment program. The 
outlay for family planning is being increased to 2.45 billion rupees. Central 
assistance for the special component plan for scheduled castes has been raised 
to 1.2 billion rupees. The other provisions included 1.27 billion rupees 

for rural water supply program, 750 miliion rupees for house sites for the 
rural landless, 3.54 billion rupees for rural electrification, 160 million 
rupees for program for welfare of women and 3.4 billion rupees for the develop- 
ment of village and small industries. There will also be a larger investment 
in crucial sectors of the economy: 20.45 billion rupees for petroleum; 9.29 
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billion for the power sector; 17.57 billion rupees for the transport sector; 
8.6 billion rupees for steel; 5.07 rupees for chemicals and fertilisers and 
1.84 billion rupees for science and technology. Defense has been allocated 

51 billion rupees. A lump sum provision of 3.5 billion rupees has been ear- 
marked ‘ 1+ payment of additional installments of dearness allowance and pension 
relief to cantral government employees. 


The finance minister said that despite these commitments the budgetary deficit 
has been contained within reasonable limits and he has tried to avoid placing 
burdens on the low and middle income groups. He pointed out that the past 2 
years have been years of crisis management and recovery. With the prospect of 
industrial growth of 8 percent a new peak in foodgrains production and firm 
control over inflationary trend, the economy is now back on the rails. The 
objective in the coming year will be to maintain the momentum of growth and 

to make an all-out effort to achieve the social and economic objectives of the 
Sixth Plan.

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PAPER REPORTS 1981-82 ECONOMIC SURVEY 


Summary of Survey 


New Delhi PATRIOT in English 25 Feb 82 pp 1, 7 
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The survey draws attention to the continued need for growth in agricultural 
production, efficient procurement and distribution of toodgrains through the 
public distribution system and improved working of the public enterprises. 
The survey recognizes that higher productivity is the key to the rapid 
improvement of the economy and in this context it has referred to the revised 
20-point programme which focusses attention on the priority areas, with 
emphasis on improving the condition of the weaker sections of the society, 
for concerted action at all levels. 


Payments Position 


Highlighting the serious balance of payments problem, the survey points out 
that these are of a structural nature which can only be resolved over a 
medium term horizon but they call for solution without delay and action on 
many fronts such as further step up in investment, better productivity of 
investment and, most important, import substitution in crucial sectors. The 
prospects for an increase in inflows of bilateral and other sources of exter- 
nal development finance on concessional terms are not favourable and recourse 
to a certain amount of commercial loans may be unavoidable. The survey adds 
that adjustment in the balance of payments will have to come from trade and 
invisibles. 


Reiterating the importance of rapid export growth, the survey points out that 
the success of India's export efforts will depend crucially on the quality 
and prices of our industrial products. It adds that the maintenance of 

price stability, continued improvement in infrastructure, and the satisfactory 
supply situation in respect of inputs should provide the right environment 
for expansion of exports in coming year. 


Savings and Investment 


According to the survey, with a growth of 7.5 per cent in 1980-81 and an 
expected increase of 4.5 per cent in 1981-82, the growth in the real GNP in 
the first two years of the sixth Five-Year Plan period, will significantly 
exceed the target growth rate of 5.2 per cent per annum during the Plan 
period. 


In 1981-82, projected public investment outlays are likely to be met, and the 
outlook for private investment is good. Therefore, the rate of capital forma- 
tion, which was 24.2 per cent in 1980-81 says the survey, should remain high 
in 1981-82 also. 


The domestic savings rate during the year is also expected to remain high. 
(It was 22.2 per cent in 1980-81). 


According to the survey, agricultural production during 1981-82 is expected 
to increase by over 3 per cent on top of the 15.4 per cent increase in 1980- 
81 and against a decline of 15.5 per cent in 1979-80. Much of this recovery 
is because of improvement in yield per hectare, reflecting the efficacy of 
the agricultural strategy of extending irrigation facilities and assured 
supplies of improved seeds, fertilizers, credit and other inputs. In the 
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current year, foodgrains production is expected to reach a record level of 
134 million tonnes. Sugarcane production is also expected to register an all 
time high. The prospects of groundnut crop are equally bright and those of 
cotton, jute and mesta are quite encouraging. 


The performance of the infrastructure sectors during 1981-82 was highly 
satisfactory, according to the survey. The coal production target of 121 
million tonnes is expected to be exceeded. The supply of coal to power 
plants and other key industries has improved substantially. 


Power generation during 1981-82 is expected to increase by about 10 per cent 
on top of 5.7 per cent increase in 1980-81 mainly because of notable growth 
in thermal generation, says the survey. 


The railways are likely to exceed the target of 215 million tonnes of revenue 
earning traffic during 1981-82. 


The cargo handled by major ports also increased compared vith 1980-81. 
Industrial Production 


According to the survey, industrial production is expected to increase by 
about 8 per cent during 1981-82 as against 4 per cent in 1980-81 and a 
decline of 1.4 per cent in 1979-80. The improvement has been widespread; key 
industries such as steel, crude oil and petroleum products, cement, aluminium, 
nitrogenous fertilizer, newsprint, diesel engines, transport equipment, sugar, 
vanaspati, etc. are expected to touch new peak levels of production, the 
survey adds. 


Public sector undertakings, specially industrial groups covering steel, 
minerals and metals coal, petroleum, chemicals and pharmaceuticals, heavy 
engineering, medium and ligh engineering transport equipment and consumer 
goods have all recorded a rise in production during 1981-82. 


The steady progress of small scale and cottage industries witnessed during 
the year, says the survey, reflects both improved environment and a positive 
response to sepcific measures to promote production in the decentralised 
sector. 


There was an improvement in industrial relations, notes the survey. During 
the first half of the financial year 198°-82, the number of man-days lost 
was 8 01 million compared with 11.79 million in the corresponding period of 
1980-21. 


The survey notes that the available indicators of private investment, such as 
grant of licences, capital issues, sanctions and disbursements of loans by 
term lending institutions show that the pick up in investment continued 
during 1981-82. 


New measures to boost industrial production were initiated during the year 
as a follow up of the July, 1980 Industrial Policy statement. Automatic 
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increases in production, special incentives for promo’ g export-oriented 
industries and some relaxation in location policy were allowed. The new 
textile policy emphasised expanded production in the decentralised sector 
and modernisation of the capacity in the mill sector. 


The survey draws attention to the need for achieving an average rate of 
growth of about 7-8 per cent per annum in industrial production on a sus- 
tained basis. This would require continued improvement of and investment in 
infrastructure, a determined effort to utilise existing capacities fully, 

and sneedy implementation of new industrial projects. The prospects for 
Indian industry in the eighties would depend largely on the success achieved 
in increasing productivity and reducing costs of manufacture, the survey adds. 


Price Trends 


Control of inflation, says the survey, continued to be an important element 
of economic policy and a number of measures were taken during the year to 
moderate the rate of inflation. Supply management effort was directed 
towards increased production supplemented by imports of edible oils, wheat 
and sugar in significant quantities. These were intended to improve the 
resilience and viability of the public distribution system. A number of 
steps were also taken to effectively contain the expansion of money supply 
and bank credit. 


The survey draws attention to the persistent problem of inflation and says 
that it is a matter of satisfaction that commendable success has been 
achieved in the task of reducing inflation. This is a major achievement 
which has eluded many developed countries. It emphasises that a major task 
in the years ahead is to sustain a non-inflationary environment for faster 
growth and development and, therefore, measures for restraining aggregate 
demand and increasing supplies of essential commodities have to be continued. 


Realizing the importance of fiscal policy in containing the growth of aggre- 
gate demand and thereby ensuring price stability, the survey points out that 
the Budget in the last two years have tried to achieve a balance between 
investment requirements and consumption needs of a developing economy. 
Efforts have been made in these two years to mobilise additional resources 
in a non-inflationary manner, to increase incentives for savings and invest- 
ment, and to restrain the growth of non-development outlays. 


The task of fiscal policy in the coming years, according to the survey, must 
be to encourage further savings and to channel these to productive investment 
for increasing employment and growth in the economy. The survey further 
points out that the financial position of the States which had improved 
considerably as a result of the recommendations of the Seventh Finance Com- 
mission has been showing signs of mounting strain in recent years. The 
financial performance of individual States has been uneven during 1980-81 and 
1981-82. While some States have made a commendable effort to mobilise addi- 
tional resources, the performance of some others has not been satisfactory, 
resulting in an increase in overdrafts from the Reserve Bank of India. States 
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facing gaps in resources have been advised to adopt concrete measures to 
restrain public expenditures and mobilise additional resources.

[Text] External Affairs Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao has said that India is 
"not in any way in competition with Pakistan in its relations with the Arab 
world," reports UNI. 


India's ties with the Arab countries subsist on their own merits and "I think 
the Arab countries appreciate India's role in the world affairs, irrespective 
of our being a secular state." 


Giving his views in an interview with the editor of ARAB TIMES, a Kuwait-based 
English daily, Mr Narasimha Rao said: "I might tell you that there are more 
Muslims in India than in Pakistan, but I don't think this factor should make 
any material difference in relations between mature and sovereign nations." 


Asked if any consideration was being given to the various requests made by 
Indian expatriates in the Gulf for facilities in their country, he said. "We 
have only recently liberalised our Customs regulations, and I understand that 
incoming passengers, especially from the Gulf region, have found this liberal- 
isation to be helpful." 


Asked about India's trade with Gulf countries, Mr Narasimha Rao said the time 
had come for India to be more active in industrial ventures in the Gulf, 
possibly in collaboration with other countries. "We are also concentrating 
on product improvement in India which would enable us to capture a larger 
share of the market for manufactures which undoubtedly exists in the Gulf 
region." 


He added: "I regard economic and commercial cooperation between India and 
the Gulf countries in an important input in our emphasis on collective self- 
reliance among developing countries." 


Mr Rao said several proposals were under consideration by his government on 
Arab investment in India. "We have already cleared investment proposals in 
respect of meat processing and export as well as for cement.” 
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Asked if Arab countries had done better than the industrialised ones in 
assisting third world nations, he said: “There is no doubt that the record 
of the oil-exporting developing countries in respect of augmenting the flow of 
development finance to other developing countries has been better than the 
performance of the industrialised countries." 


However, while the oil-exporting countries have worked out some useful 
bilateral and regional arrangements, these still need to be extended to the 
inter-regional and multilateral spheres.

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Pak Plea Rejected 


It is learnt that there was general opposition at the meeting to the US pro- 
posal for a conference preparatory to the global negotiations. At the same 
time, a proposal advanced by Pakistani delegate Niaz Naik to strike a compro- 
mise by agreeing to an ‘organisational conference’ as part of the global 
negotiations was rejected outright. The proposal, according to Mr Naik, had 
been forwarded by him in his capacity of Deputy Chairman of the UN General 
Assembly on behalf of the Chairman of the General Assembly. 


Mr Bhandari, however, pointed out that if a common solution to the question 
of reviewing the activities of IMF and World Bank was found, the subject of 
preparatory conference would be sorted out. 


"The stage will now move from New Delhi to New York" for consideration by the 
"Group of 77', he added. The consultations (in New Delhi) were not meant to 
come to a decision, which had been left to the Group of 77, he added. 


South-South 


As for South-South cooperation, most of the participants called for expedi- 
tious implementations of the numerous ideas mooted and decisions taken at 
various conferences. 


These ideas were outlined in a document by Mr G Parthasarathy, chairman of 
the meeting, summarising the report of the deliberations of the committee on 
South-South cooperation (which was finalised on Tuesday evening itself). 


According to this document, the meciing urged for "greater commitment" at 
political level for promotion of cconomic cooperation among developing 
States and recommended the setting up of a ‘high-level’ national authority 
in each country for the purpose. 


It underlined the strategic value of such cooperation in strengthening the 
negotiating power of developing countries against the affluent nations. 


Summing up the deliberations, Mr Parthasarathy said in the document that the 
participants were guided in their deliberations by the principles, goals and 
objectives of developing countries in their quest for the establishment of 
the new international economic order. 


No Substitute 


The meeting was of the view that while South-South cooperation was important, 
it could not be a substitute for North-South economic cooperation nor "relieve 
the industrialised countries from their responsibilities and commitments 
towards the developing nations". 


One proposal called for establishing a South-South financing institution, 
organised on business lies and involving decision making structure, which 
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would both give recognition to the concerns of contributing countries and 
provide a better balance of power between donors and recipients than is the 
case with the Bretton Woods institutions (the World Bank and the IMF). 


The primary business of the institution would be to develop commercially 
viable proiects in developing countries. 


A new institutional framework for investment, based on joint ventures in 
developing countries was also suggested. 


The participants expressed the hope that these proposals would be elaborated 
and presented to the forthcoming meeting of the group of experts of deve- 
loping countries in Jamaica. 


The meeting stressed that the global system of trade preferences (GSTP) was 
one of the key elements in the efforts of the developing countries in pro- 
moting collective self-reliance. 


Food Question 


On food, a suggestion was made to sec up a small agricultural! coordinating 
group with experts from various regions to work out a scheme for promoting 
joint ventures and collaborative projects utilising surplus capital and 
technical know-how in developing countries. 


It was stressed that countries could organise themselves in vital area of 
food by developing a matrix for agricultural self-reliance and food-self- 
sufficiency based on the four major parameters of need, potential technology 
and capital. 


The meeting also recalled that the Vienna Programme of action had laid the 
foundation of extensive cooperation among developing countries in science 
and technology. The caracas meeting had built on this foundation and formu- 
lated comprehensive recommendations for forging cooperation in this field. 
Lack of institutional mechanism was an obstacle to its speedy implementation. 


Facilities available in many advanced scientific and technological institu- 
tions in several developing countries could promote not only cooperation in 
technological innovation and research, but also improve the position of 
developing nations in regard to technology transfers, it was noted. 


Delegates also recognised that cooperation in the field of energy was an 
important component of collective self-reliance among developing countries. 


The idea of an ‘energy affiliate’ of the World Bank was also mooted to mobi- 
lise additional financial resources. 


The conference laid stress on giving special consideration to the problems 
of least-developed among developing countries to enable them to participate 
more effectively and benefit from activities for promoting economic 
cooperation among developing countries. 
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INDIA SEEKING CLOSER RELATIONS WITH S. KOREA

[Text] New Delhi, Feb 11.--As part of its policy of both widening and deepen- 
ing its contacts with the third world nations, India is now making a concerted 
effort to develop closer bilateral relations with countries like South Korea 
which are in a position to engage in mutually beneficial cooperation in the 
economic sphere. 


The South Korean Foreign Minister, Mr Shinyong Lho, is arriving in Delhi on 
February 18 on a three-day visit for a wide-ranging exchange of views on cur- 
rent developments as a prelude tothe visit of the External Affairs Minister, 
Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, in April or May to carry forward this dialogue. 


No Stranger 


Mr Lho is no stranger to India, since he served with distinction as Consul- 
General in Delhi in the early '70s before the two countries established Ambas- 
sador-level relations. As one who has closely followed India's policies in the 
past, he would be able to explain to the Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, and 
Mr Narasimha Rao, the latest proposals of the South Korean President, Gen. Chun 
Doo Hwan, for Korean reunification. 


It is not without significance that, in extending invitations to ten more 
developing countries to take part in the South-South talks in Delhi later 
this month, India has added to the list countries as diverse as South Korea 
and Rumania, Nepal and Iran, Morocco and Nicaragua, along with Burundi, Trini- 
dad and Tobago, Gabon and Colombia to ensure balanced representation. 


The 43 countries that will be participating in the South-South conference 
include 15 from Asia including china, 14 from Africa, 12 from Latin America 
and the Caribbean and two from Europe. Though it is not a member of the 
Group of 77 from which the original list has been drawn up, South Korea has 
been chosen along with China and Rumania for special invitation because of 
its intrinsic importance as one of the dynamic societies of the third world 
which would be able to play an important role in promoting the idea of South- 
South cooperation. 
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At the political level, too, India continues to take a lively interest in any 
move tor Korean reunification, or for at least establishing a working relation- 
ship between the two divided Korean States, because of its past role as Chair- 
man first of the U.N. Commission on Korea and later of the Neutral Nations 
Repatriation Commission that supervised the return of prisoners as part of 

the armistice agreement. 


It is equally significant that India has now quietly abandoned the past prac- 
tice of trying to equate and balance its relationship with the two Korean 
States. The current accent is on developing mutually beneficial relations 
with both Koreas without prejudice to a closer relationship with either of 


then. 


It is against this genera] background that the South Korean Foreign Minister's 
visit to Delhi next week, and the projected return visit by the External 
Affairs Minister to Seoul, have been receiving considerable attention among 
foreign diplomats who have been following India's efforts for widening its 
bilateral relations with third world nations. It has been duly noted that 

Ind ind South Korea are aspiring to emerge not as competitors but as colla- 
borators sharing the fruits of development of Asian sub-regions.

FINAL VERSION OF CPI-M RESOLUTION REPORTED 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 13 Feb 82 pp l, 7 


[Text] The political resolution of the CPI-M's 1lth Congress at Vijayawada 
has attacked Euro-Communism as an expression of ‘revisionist deviation’ flow- 
ing from the Soviet Comiuunist Party's 20th Congress. 


The final document was made available on Friday. 


In a new section entitled ‘Party and the International Communist Movement’ 
paragraphs have been added in the light of amendments moved at the Congress 
last month. The amendments were not pressed after the party leadership 
assured that some changes would be made in the document before it came out in 
its final form on the lines of the amendments suggested. 


The new paragraphs note the ‘severe trials and tests on ideological and policy 
questions faced by the party of late as in the past and highlight the two 
deviations--'revisionist and dogmatic'--which ‘sharpened ideological contro- 
versies and undermined proletarian unity.’ 


The two paragraphs on the two deviations placed in their order of priority 
read: 'The revisionist deviation originating from certain formulations of the 
20th Congress of the CPSU, continues to do immense harm to the world movement 
today. It expresses itself in Euro-Communism and other manifestations: rejec- 
tion of the concept of the dictatorship of the proletariat, of proletarian 
internationalism and partisanship for the Socialist camp, of the leading role 
of the party, faith in parliamentary path and overt and covert rejection of 
Marxism-Leninis.. form the content of present day revisionism. 


"Dogmatism and sectarianism in the international movement once again rejects 
partisanship for the Socialist camp and while claiming adherence to the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat, equates the Soviet Union with the U.S. The harm 
it has done to the progress and economy of the originating country is now 
acknowledged." 


The document repeats in this section what has been mentioned earlier, it holds 
that ruling Communist Parties of Socialist countries ‘subordinate class stiug- 
gles’ in non-socialist countries ‘to the narrow immediate needs of the foreign 
policy of the Socialist Governments.' 
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In this section the document also brings out the CPI-M's adherence to ‘dictator- 
ship of the proletariat,’ ‘proletarian internationalism’ and unity of the 
socialist camp. [t further highlights the party's approach to the idea of 
peaceful transformation to socialism, stating that how such a transformation 
can be brought about ‘mainly depends on the behaviour of the ruling classes 
who, historical experience teaches us, do not respect the will of the people 


and suppress it by use of terror and bastial violence." 


In preceding paragraphs, however, the general support to the Soviet Communist 
Party's foreign policy course and sharp criticism of the Chinese Communist 
Party on the same foreign policy are identical as in the draft document of 

the resolution There are only two additions: (a) while speaking of China, 

it says criticism should be done with the expectation that China would even- 
tually take its legitimate place in the fight against imperialism ‘and 
strengthen the unity of the Socialist Forces'; (b) under another sub-heading 
on attitude towards China in the South Asian context, it is mentioned: "It is 
encouraging that efforts are being made both from India and China to normalise 
the relations between the two countries.' 


The words ‘carrying out the imperialist line’ are removed from a paragraph 
dealing with Naxalites' concentration of fire against the CPI-M. 


In the fag end of the document some words related to China's support to rearn- 
ing of Pakistan are deleted in the final document. This probably is a repeti- 


tion, since it is mentioned in another section earlier. 


Four paragraphs have been added on the party's ideas on ‘culture.’ 


There are some new paragraphs castigating the Congress-I for having supported 
the chauvinists in Assam in the past. Other alteration are mostly in the 
nature of updating the document, like mention of the 19 January all-India 
industrial general strike and its substantial success.

[Text] Washington Feb. 14--The U.S. economic assistance proposed for India 
over fiscal 1983 will be around $198 millions (Rs 178.2 crores) as matters 
stand, Reagan administration officials told THE HINDU. The development 
assistance component of this is around $87 millions, with the balance repre- 
sented by title two of PL-480. 


The figures are expected to be sent to the U.S. Congress soon, as part of the 
budget details. The sources make it clear these are “planning figures" and 
might undergo changes (as the fiscal 1982 figures did to a significant extent). 
In the hardened economic and political environment that prevails and is devel- 
oping in the U.S., the changes can be expected to be only downward. 


Even without taking inflation into account, bilateral aid levels have been 
slipping with each fiscal year in which the Reagan Administration has been 
involved to date. This means the level planned for fiscal 1983 will be over 
$16 millions less (in nominal terms) than the fiscal 1982 level, which itself 
represents . substantial reduction from both the figure initially planned for 
that year and the srevious year's level. 


IDA Commitment: More significant than direct bilateral aid perhaps is the im 
pact of the U.S. leverage over the resources available to the International 
Development Association (IDA) for commitment, as well as India's share of the 
cake. The Board of Executive Directors might have taken the wishful or pious 
position that the events for fiscal 1982 must not be regarded as “precedents,' 
but there is every indication from the U.S. administration, and within Mr. 
Clausen's World Bank, that the sharp erosion in IDA resources committed to 
India in fiscal 1982 will be repeated in 1983. 


The Reagan fiscal 1983 budget mentions a figure of $945 millions as the pro- 
posed appropriation for the third year of IDA-6, but administration sources 
idvise this correspondent not to take this literally. In "realistic" terms, 
if there is going to be foreign aid legislation, the level of IDA appropria- 
tions that will be aimed at (for fiscal 1983) will be in the $700 to $750 mil- 
lions range. If, as might well be the case, there is no specific legislation 
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and recourse is taken to a “continuing resolution.” The U.S. contribution to 
[DA's commitment authority in the third year of the programme will be simply 
$700 millions. 


The Government of India, it seems, cannot realistically aim for more than 

$850 millions in IDA resources committed--more or less the estimate for 1982-- 
in fiscal 1983. (By the same token, too mich expectation need not be brought 
into the forthcoming Aid India Consortium meeting, that is coordinated and 
chaired by the World Bank). 


According to the same sources, the U.S. position is that any talk of levels 
for IDA-7 is premature, given the current realities. The Reagan administra- 
tion has signalled those concerned that it is approaching the April meeting 
of IDA deputies in Paris as a deliberation over the affairs of IDA-6, and 
will resist attempts to go into the level! and details of a future programme. 
"IDA Holiday": Faced with this situation, Mr Clausen’s World Bank management 
.s dragging its feet in relation to the commitment to start negotiations for 
IDA-7 in time, and recipient Governments are bracing themselves for the pros- 
pect of an uncomfortable interregnum or "IDA holiday.” (It is already guaran- 
teed, of course, that the three-year LDA-6 will go into fiscal 1984 and, 

uite conceivabiyv, into i985.) 


he U.S. position is that the next LDA programme cannot be expected to rely 
on donations from country Government and that (in the words of the Deputy 
Secretary of the Treasury) the “key issues” that must be addressed in design-

DRV POSITION ON RELATIONS WITHINDIA TOLD

[Article by Cecil Victor: "Vietnam Keen To Upgrade Cooperation With India"] 


[Text] Ho Chi Minh City, Feb 16--Throughout the four-day visit by External 
Affairs Minister Narasimha Rao, Vietnamese leaders--Prime Minister Pham Van 
Dong, Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach and Vice-Premier Co Thach and Vice- 

Premier Vo Nguyen Giap--took pains to stress India's paramount position in 

South and South-east Asia and Vietnam's eagerness to take advantage of the 

Indian experience in agriculture, industry, science and technology. 


They have said that the cooperation with India would be upgraded to a position 
second only to Comecon, which is a measure of the high esteem in which Vietnam 
holds India and a recognition of its ability to lead developing countries to 
a fruition of the non-aligned nation's desire to increase mutual cooperation 
to mutual benefit. 


Time and again the stress was on the “paramount position" of India and the 
desire to learn from India's experiences. On regional issues the Vietnamese 
leaders feel that India can contribute tremendously towards resolution of 
tensions in Southeast Asia just as it is trying to do in South Asia. 


Though Mr Rao made it clear at the joint press conference in Hanoi that India 
did not intend to take any initiative toward promoting dialogues between 
Vietnam and Thailand or other members of ASEAN, the Indian view that such 
dialogues are the only way of resolving disputes will nevertheless be con- 
veyed to ASEAN in the quiet diplomacy that is continuing for the elimination 
of tensions in the region. 


US, China, Ambition 


The feeling in Vietnam is that so long as there is a convergence of the anbi- 
tions of China and the US in the region tensions will remain. 


However, there are hopeful elements in the relations between the Indochina 
states of Vietnam, Laos, Kampuchea and Thailand on the one hand and these 
States and ASEAN on the other, that could eventually lead to a reduction of 
tensions. The Vietnamese leaders have told Mr Rao that they intend to do 








everything they can to allay ASEAN and Thailand fears but they will always 
keep in mind the historical nature of developments in the region. 


They believe that time is on the side of the Indochina states and they intend 


to spend the time beneficially to develop their industrial infrastructure with 


India's assistance by moving away from the ad hoc nature of past cooperation 
to long-term planned growth.

[Text] By refusing a visa to Mr S.A. Dange, the Soviet Union has finally 
denied its attitude towards the breakaway All-India Communist Party. It has 
left no room for doubt that Moscow is opposed tothe party. Two aspects of 

the entire episode are especially noteworthy. The first is the apparent 
suddenness with which the Soviet Union decided to make public its disapproval 
of India's best-known communist leader. This suddenness is more apparent than 
real. For, divergence between the CPSU leadership and Mr Dange on the question 
of endorsement of the CPI's stand on Mrs Gandhi is not new. Well over six 
months ago, Mr Dange was said to have been told by some CPSU leaders that they 
did not and would not support his openly pro-Mrs Gandhi and anti-CPM orienta- 
tion--the central point of his dispute with the leadership of the CPI ever 
since the latter made a formal break with the Congress(1) at Bhatinda in 1978. 
It also cannot be an accident that the Soviet move has followed the CPM party 
congress which witnessed the triumph of the pro-Soviet line and preceded the 
forthcoming CPI party congress next month. Clearly Moscow has felt that the 





time had come for it to administer a public snub to Mr Dange. It is tempting 
to rush to the conclusion that in the process the Kremlin has also expressed 
its displeasure with Mrs Gandhi over her policies. But this temptation should 
be resisted for the time being. Indo-Soviet relations at the state-to-state 
level are at once much too intricate and complex to be discussed in terms of 
such episodes. 


The second feature of the Dange affair is the manner in which the Soviet 
leadership has decided to reprimand the recipient of the Order of Lenin, 
effectively preventing him from attending the session of the World Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, of which he has been a vice-president for over two 
decades. In denying him the visa, the Soviet leadership has treated Mr Dange 
not as a fellow-communist with whom it differs, but as an ordinary Indian 
citizen who is not entitled to special consideration. In other words, he has 
been put outside the pale. This sort of manoeuvre is, of course, nothing 
new for the CPSU: it goes back tothe Stalinist thirties. Thus the Soviets 
have made it clear that they no longer consider it useful to engage in a 
debate with Mr Dange. As a result, the position of the Rajeshwar Rao group, 
which is hostile to Mr Dange, has been considerably strengthened and the 
opposition to the policy of going along with the CPM greatly weakened. And 
if the pro-Dange elements in the CPI, represented by several individuals in 
the national council are likely now to face a rout, the AICP, already con- 
fined to a few pockets, is sure to shrink further.

[ITALIAN GROUP TO AID IN OIL EXPLORATION

[Text] The ENL group of companies, a Government holding company of Italy, 

has agreed to cooperate with the Oil and Natural Gas Commission (ONGC) for 

early production system in Palk Strait and 57 fields where oil has been re- 
cently discovered by ONGC, reports UNI. 


According to an official release the decision was taken after a three-day 
meeting of the officials of the Petroleum, Chemicals and Energy Ministry, 
the representatives of the ONGC, Indian Oil Company IPCL, EIL and OCC in 

Delhi. 


The ENIL has also offered to train Indian engineers in oil drilling technology 
and other spheres of production including refining. 


A team from ONGC would shortly visit Italy to study the facilities available 
and draw up a suitable programme for training, the release added. 


Snamprogetti and Saipem of ENI group, besides showing interest in oil and 
gas pipelines both onshore and offshore and platforms, agreed to cooperate in 
the development of indigenous facilities in this regard. 


Agip SPA, exploration and production company of ENI group, which is presently 
operating in 23 countries has also offered ONGC cooperation in joint ventures 
abroad. 


In the field of refining ENI agreed to assist Indian Oil Corporation and 
Engineers India Limited in the preparation of precise cost estimate for hydro- 
crackers being planned in the new refineries and energy optimisation in the 
existing refinery. It would also help ONGC improve the quality of lubricat- 
ing oils so as to reduce their consumption in India where it is comparatively 
high. It will result in substantial savings, the release added. 


The visit of the ENI delegation was a follow-up to the talks held in Rome for 
further collaboration in oil sector during Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
visit there in December last. The discussions have proved very fruitful, the 
release said. The ENI also agreed to join hands with the Engineers India 
Limited in setting up ventures inthird countries in case to case basis and 
also to utilise their inspection service.

Dr Raden Mas Subroto Yudono, and Lt Gen Ahmad Tirtosudiro. Vice Admiral Edie 
Suprapto has been appointed Indonesian ambassador to the Republic of Korea 
(South Korea), replacing Maj Gen Kaharuddin Nasution. Maj Gen R S$ 
Sasraprawira has been appointed Indonesian ambassador to the Republic of Kenya, 
replacing Mohammad Sabir. Mohamed Isnaeini has been appointed Indonesian 
ambassador to Rumania, replacing Brig Gen Susidarto. Vice Admiral Dr Subroto 
Yudono has been appointed Indonesian ambassador to Nigeria and to Liberia, 
replacing Maj Gen Dr Iwan Stambul. Lt Gen Ahmad Tirtosudiro has been appointed 
Indonesian ambassador to the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, replacing T M Hadi

AMBASSADOR MOHAMED ISNAEINI--"The chief of state has appointed me ambassador 
to Rumania, and as an Indonesian citizen I accept the task cheerfully, and I 
will carry out the diplomatic line of President Suharto [he used the nickname 
of "Pak Harto"--Father Harto] in that task." This was stated by Mohamed 
Isnaeni ["Isnaeni" as spelled in this article; in the previous article it was 
spelled "Isnaeini"] on Thursday [28 January] at an informal meeting with 
journalists assigned to Parliament and to the People's Consultative Assembly 
[MPR]. For 16 years Mohamed Isnaeni has been deputy chairman of Parliament 
and of the MPR. He said that his task as a diplomat was something new for 
him. For that reason when President Suharto asked him to serve as an ambassa- 
dor, he frankly said that he did not have any experience in the diplomatic 
field. However, President Suharto said that since he has had 16 years of 
experience as deputy chairman of Parliament and of the MPR, he can certainly 
function as a diplomat. Ambassador Isnaeni said that, "When I went to say 
goodbye to President Soeharto when I was leading the Indonesian Parliamentary 
Delegation to Africa in November, 1981, the president asked me about my 
decision not to remain in Parliament any longer. Apparently, the president 
had plans for me, because on 2 January 1982 he directly asked me to accept 
appointment as ambassador to Rumania. As I am a citizen, I of course will 
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carry out any task assigned to me by the chief of state." Isnaeni, who is 
also a leader in the Executive Council of the Indonesian Democrat Party [PDI], 
stated that he had sent a letter of resignation to the leadership of Parlia- 
ment and of the MPR. Meanwhile, the Executive Council of the PDI has sent a 
letter to President Shuarto esting him to replace Isnaeni as deputy chairman 
of Parliament and of the MPR. "At the end of February there will be a con- 
ference of Indonesian ambassacors in Europe. I will use that meeting 
specifically to obtain the details I need to have for my job as ambassador

AMBASSADOR R SUPANGAT--The government of the Republic of Kenya has agreed to 
the appointment of R Supangat as Indonesian ambassador to Kenya. This was 
stated by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs on Thursday [28 January]. 

R Supangat was born on 7 January 1925 in Yogyakarta. He attended the HBS 
[Dutch grammar school in the colonial period], the SMA [Indonesian senior high 
school], the Political Science Academy, the Diplomatic and Consular Course at 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and the Senior Course at the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. In 1947 he was assigned to Yogyakarta in the secretariat of 
the Indonesian Delegation in the discussions with the Dutch side on the USS 
RENVILLE and later in Kaliurang, Jakarta, and the Hague under the UN Commis- 
sion on Indonesia. After the Round Table Conference Agreement was reached in 
1949, R Supangat began his career in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs.

[Text ] According to the schedule for construction division No 923 committee, 
we were going to observe the animal husbandry project in Phin District, but 
there were some obstacles in travelling there. So I visited Mr Thongleuan 
Phomlouangvisa instead. Therefore, my article has had to change according to 
the situation. However, I will try my best to tell you about all areas of 
steadily increasing progress for construction division No 923. 


Mr Thongleuan Phomlouangvisa, the commander of the construction division 

No 923, is a brave officer who fought fiercefully in uncounted battles. He 
used to command an army unit attacking enemies, and defeated them numerous 
times. Right now he has been “commanding an army" to build up the nation on 
the “economic battlefield" to guarantee both the construction work and 
improvement in the standard of living. What are his plans to carry out that 
responsibility?

The pricrity job at that time was to repair places to stay, improve the stand- 
ard of living, and increase production in order to become self-sufficient, 
Comrade, if you could just imagine it, at that time we had only our two hands 
and land that was not cleared. At the same time, orders came from above for 
us to repair route 9 that had fallen into disrepair and was full of mines 
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that the enemy had buried and left since the war. We had to work to the 
middle from the north and the south, I sent one group of men to work on 
building houses, and another group to repair the broken down roads end bridges. 
As for the women who were the daughters and wives of those cadres and combat- 
ants, they increased productivity to become partly self-sufficient. This was 
something that gave those women a chance to contribute to the job. An urgent 
problem was to have a school and a nursery. I decided to have a general edu- 
cation school built for instruction from the elementary level to the secondary 
level, and I am now requesting permission from above to build a higher educa- 
tion school. Meanwhile, we built a kindergarten and a nursery school. A 
number of people, almost half of the people in construction division No 923, 
contributed their energy to increase the productivity. At the present time 
those people are the owners of hundreds of hectares, and have brought a large 
amount of income to our construction division No 923. 


Meanwhile, we have trained unit cadres and combatants in both theory and 
technology that is able to respond in part to the demands of jobs. Comrade, 
you have probably seen them with your own eyes. 


We started from zero, Within only five years we have managed to develop an 
almost complete set of materials and techniques. We are now able to respond 
to the jobs assigned from above. We started off as a construction division 
which depended primarily on its own strength. At the present time we have 
become a construction division that is completely equipped with materials and 
techniques. The party and government trust us and have invested a large 
amount of money in us. Since the end of the year 1980 we have been able to 
form the structure of the complete unit, including skilled technician: and 
modern equipment, 


That was one aspect of the collective duty. Now I am carrying out a construc- 
tion plan to turn Se Thamouak into a town that will contain schools, hospitals, 
a drama theater, public parks, a hydroelectric dam, hotels, restaurants, etc. 

[ expect that whenever we succeed in the construction plan for route 9, this 
little town will have become developed at the same time. 


Mr Thongleuan Phomlouangvisa added his views concerning the future of the 
construction job for route 9. He said that right now we are learning the 
technology from Soviet experts for construction and for taking care of the 
equipment. If we try hard, we can learn a lot quickly from the Soviet experts, 
and we will be able to set up many corporations in the near future, such as 
bridge construction, housing, machinery, sawmill, food production, and stone 
and brick corporations, By that time the capacity to do these jobs will not 
only be high and bring a steady increase in income to the government, but 
personal income will also be increased. This is a way to improve the standard 
of living for cadres and government employees. 








After we talked for some time, Mr Thongleuan took us to see the construction 
of the water reservoir which is northeast of Se Thamouak. When it is fin- 
ished, we will be able to have water for thousands of hectares of rice 
fields, and electricity to serve all areas of Se Thamouak, including new 
fact~-ies that will be built later.

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GYPSUM RESERVES, MI'"ING EXPORTS NOTED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 15 Dec 81 pp 2, 3 
[Article by V.T. Phonchanheuang: "Gypsum Mining: Our Hope for the Future”) 


[Text] Gypsum mining and its production have been steadily increasing. This 
mine is close to Dong Hen District, Savannakhet Province. In the beginning 
of December our reporter had an opportunity to visit and observe the actual 
situation for excavation in this mine. 


Now it is the dry season. It is a convenient season for all kinds of work in 
our mines. We went to visit them and watched while the workers were involved 
with many different jobs in producing diligently. Some jobs required the use 
of hands and feet, and some required rather big machinery such as bulldozers, 
graders, augers for drilling dynamite holes in stone, cranes, steam shovels, 
electric service units, transportation, and others that are related to each 
other like a chain. We saw how each worker took responsibility for his own 
job and had a diligence appropriate to his youth with high determination as 
socialist workers for the new regime. 


This gypsum mine has long been known since the French colonialist occupation. 
They took advantage of digzing up this valuable natural resource. Later, it 
fell under the neocolonial American imperialists. Their henchmen, the capi- 
talists had carried out a project to build a base for preparing to excavate 
the resources to enrich other nations and themselves. However, this project 
did not succeed, as it was the time when our country was liberated, and the 
Lao People's Democratic Republic was established. This is the time when the 
Lao working class became the owners of all the land and resources of Laos. 
Thus, the party and government has set up a plan to excavate this natural re- 
source to serve in enriching our people. Louang Thaimala, the director of the 
gypsum mine, told our reporter of the production results: Our production pro- 
jects began in late 1979. It was not until 1980 that actual production 
started. However, it is still faced with many problems. For example, there 
are not many skilled workers and cadres for specialized tasks, and there is 
insufficient transportation. Therefore, in 1980 they could produce only 20,000 
tons of gypsum. In 1981, some of the problems have gradually been solved. 
Strengths have been developed and are aimed at continually increasing the 
production capability. 
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thus, they are now able to produce as much as the plan level, i.e., 40,000 


tons of gypsum. Over 20,000 tons has been exported to other countries in ex- 
change for some indispensable goods from our friendly allies, such as cement 
from the Secialist Republic of Vietnan. 


fhe board of directors for the mine stated that the production plan for the 
coming year 1982 might not increase very much because much emphasis still 
needs to be put on improving certain difficulties. For example, this includes 
training cadres in technology and workers in repairing the sites and vehicles 
used for transportation. The most important thing is to repair the route from 
the gypsum mine to route No 9 which is 9 km long, in order to guarantee good 
transportation. 


Gypsum is a shiny white, soft stone. It is primarily used for mixing in 
cement. Moreover, it is used to make chalk, casts for broken bones, forms, 
chemical fertilizer, etc. One technology expert said that the gypsum mine is 
approximately 20 km long and 6 km wide, with a great deal of gypsum. If we 
dig 100,000 tons a year, it will take hundreds of years to mine all the gypsum 
there. This is considered a very valuable natural resource and the biggest 
one in our country. This is our wealth and our hope far into the future.

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SAVANNAKHET ELECTRIFICATION WORK DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 19 Dec 81 p 2 
[Article: “Savannakhet State Electrification Enterprise Makes Progress") 


[Text] The Savannakhet State Electrification Enterprise has played an impor- 
tant role in the province, especially in the first year of the First Five-Year 
Plan of the government. One main problem is the expansion of electrification 
to the production bases, for example, the project to build power lines to 
Outhoumpon District, the survey and installation of electrification in 
Atsaphangthong District, and a survey to plan the installation of electri- 
fication in all other districts. 


With this determination throughout the past year, the comrades, technicians, 
and workers of Savannakhet State Electrification Enterprise put ali their 
strength and ability into carrying out those tasks, and they have made steady 
progress. For example, they wired 1,200 meters of low voltage power lines to 
Na Seng Village, installed poles, reraired large poles, and tightened loose 
power lines for 532 poles, installed 1 transformer, brought electricity into 
| factory, replaced broken poles, repaired power lines in 25 places, and did 
electrical repairs for offices and individuals in 2,675 places. They added 

2 more high voltage transformers, set up electrification for administrative 
purposes 38 times, installed electricity in houses and made repairs in 182 
places, and planned and built 280 [as published]. Besides these, the 
Savannakhet State Electrification Enterprise has made some progress in other 
work related to the long-term plan, and in daily work for normal operation, 
for example, the survey to collect data concerning electricity for five towns 
in the prevince, auto repairs, providing mobile electrification service 
locally, and repairing the material and technical base for the State Enter- 
prise, ‘or example, garages, changing electrical poles to standard sizes, and 
modifying a number of tools used in technical work. Since each link of the 
chain of the State Enterprise has guaranteed its own work, if we count the 

11 months from the beginning of the year, the Savannakhet State Electrification 
Enterprise has contributed almost 6 million kWh of electricity for industrial 
work and the province as a whole. This means that 90 percent of the plan has 
been accomplished. 


Today the Savannakhet State Electrification Enterprise consists of over 100 
people, and is divided up into 7 specialized tasks, as follows: the adminis- 
tration, finance and accounting, billing, collection section, technical section 
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ning, installation, lines and transformers, and machinery and production. 
wdres are trained on site in both theory and practice. In the past year, 
were able to train one cadre from the middle to the high level, and five 
people from the primary level or small group chief level to the middle level. 
camwhile, they trained dozens of cadres for primary or higher level jobs. In 
terms of money, in the first 9 months alone they collected a total of 86 per- 
ent of the yearly plan. Moreover, the Savannakhet State Electrification Enter- 
prise joined with foreign experts in a 2-month effort in putting materials and 
mney into the rural bases to gather data in order to build hydroelectric dams 
ind [gather] other economic data, and were 70 percent effective.

Pollowing this progress, in this year 1982 the Savannakhet State Electrifica- 
tion Enterprise plans to produce and distribute as much as 6.6 million kWh of 
electricity, most of which will be provided to rural areas and many important 
production bases within the province.
